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FREPARATIONS TO FOLLOW AND 
PUNISH ARABI PASHA. 
LANDING TROOPS AND TRYING TO RESTORE 
. ORDER IN ALEXANDRIA—SEEKING IN- 
FORMATION AS TO THE MOVEMENTS OF 
ARABI PASHA-—CONDITION OF THE RU- 

INED CITY. 

Lonpon, July 17.—The dispatches re- 
ceived from Alexandria to-day show that 
order is fast being restored in the ruined city. 
The points about which anxiety is chiefly felt 
now are Cairo and Port Said. As regards the 
former place, a telegram received in Rome 
says that 750 Europeans, mostly Italians, with 
the Italian Consul and an escort of 40 soldiers, 
left there on Saturduy. The German residents 
and the German Consul went away on Friday. 
Both parties arrived safely at Ismailia. The 
telegram adds that anarchy prevails in the 
provinces, and mentions a reports that 80 Eu- 
ropeans had been massacred at Mantah, A 
dispatch received here from Constantinople 
says one of the embassies has recsived a tele- 
gram announcing that order continues at 
Cairo. A later dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram 
Company from Alexandria says the fears of 
an outbreak of natives in Cairo are 
increasing. Another dispatch says that 
refugees from Cairo report that a holy war is 
being proclaimed, and that Europeans are 
being massacred in Tantah, Mansurah, and 
Zagazig. A Consul has been killed at the last 
named place. 

A dispatch from Port Said, dated yesterday, 
says: ‘‘ There isan immense number of refu- 
gees here. Many women and children are ex- 
pected to-day. The Europeans are imperfectly 
armed with revolvers and sporting guns. They 
fear that they will be attacked by a large 
force of Bedouins, who, it is stated, are 
assembling in the desert, There are also 
1,500 Arabs at Fort Guelmi, six miles 
hence, who are throwing up earth- 
works. Three British, four French, and two 
Italian men-of-war, and one Spanish war 
ship are in the harbor. The Governor is loyal 
to the Khédive, but an Egyptian Colonel, who 
commands 250 men here, is suspected of dis- 
loyalty.” In the House of Commons to-day, 
Mr. Campbell Bannerman, Financial Secre- 
tary of the War Office, read a telegram’ from 
Rear-Admiral Hoskins, at Port Said, saying 
all was quiet there last evening. ‘ 

At Alexandria Admiral Seymour has issued

taken, with the consent of the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment, the restoration of order. A dispatch

The iron-ciads Menotaur, Sultan, and 
Téméraire have arrived off Aboukir to pre- 
vent Arabi Pasha from cutting the dikes, 
white flag was hoisted directly the ships ap- 
peared. 

Four sailors and two ofthe Khédive’s body 
guard rode to Kafr-el-Dwar last evening and 
reconnoitred Arabi Pasha’s outposts. They 
penetrated to within 300 yards of Arabi 
Pasha’s lines, and found all quiet. One of the 
body guards galloped off and joined Arabi 
Pasha, Gen, Stone rode on Sunday after- 
noon six miles in the direction of Arabi 
Pasha’s camp, but saw nothing of his army. 
During the reconneissance ‘yesterday Arabi’s 
troops were found to be intrenching, but 
seemed to laek proper implements. Arabi 
Pasha’s army is. strongly posted. All the 
Bedouins who were lately hovering around 


the city have disappeared. Arabi Pasha has | 


written in reply to the Khédive’s demands 
a long letter, which the Khédive declares 
unsatisfactory. Arabi says he did not 
intend to make war, but as the powers are de- 
termined to force an attack he consid- 
ers it better to fight at once. He ex- 
presses a willingness to come to Alex- 
andria if the Khédive will induce the English 
fleet and troops to withdraw. If the Khédive 
cannot do this: Arabi recommends him to 
send a Minister to his camp to discuss the situ- 
ation. One dispatch says Arabi’s troops are 
about 15 miles from Port Said, and some troops 
said to be near Suez. Intelligence has been re- 
ceived from Cairo that the Prefect of Police 
declines to permit Arabi Pasha to enter the 
city. Three Bedouin chiefs have come in and 
sworn allegiance to the Khédive. 
“ This morning the sailors drew up close to 
their Gatling guns, and the marines were 
ordered to get ready for an _ at- 
tack. Some scouts had sent word that 
Arabi Pasha was coming. The English 
cailors communicated with the Americans,and 
asked them to get ready and be prepared on 
hearing the ‘‘alert’’ sounded. The seamen at 
the Palace of Justice and at the Ameri- 
can Consulate were prepared, and, having 
got all their ammunition ready, awaited 
the signal. ‘They waited until 9 o’clock, when 
they heard that the alarm was false. Plenty 
of mules have been landed for field batteries, 
which have also been landed, so that a force 
isready to move at a moment’s notice. Large 
numbers of people are returning ashore. 

Toulba Pasha, military commander of Alex- 
andria, 1s stated to have personally engaged in 
the looting and arson. The Austrian Consul 
is the only foreign diplomat who has thought 
it necessary to quit Alexandria. He has gone 
to Port Said. Dervisch Pasha states that he 
has sent 15 telegrams to Constantinople for 
troops, which are all unanswered. The 
igyptian Gazette was published to-day. It is 
a native paper, started under the control of 
the British authorities. During the alarm on 
Saturday night 150 Bedouins at the Gabarri 
gate fled before the attack of a Midshipman 
and i2 sailors. The Times this morning says: 
«The offer of rations which Admiral Seymour 
has made to such Egyptian soldiers as choese 
to return to allegiance to the Khédive will be 
a great inducemest to loyalty and will in- 
crease the staff available for pressing sanitary 
operations.”

Inthe House of Commons this afternoon, 
Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
said that he found he had gone too far in 
stating that Germany had expressed approval 
of the bombardment of Alexandria, This 
declaration was made in consequence of semi- 
official contradictions of his statement to that 
effect published at Berlin and Vienna, Sir 
Charles Dilke said the Porte has not yet defi- 
nitely answered the identical note of the 
powers asking for the dispatch of Turkish 
troops to Egypt. Mr. Gorst, Conservative 
member for Chatham, gave notice of a motion 
of censure relative to the failure of the Gov- 
ernment to prevent the destruction of Alex- 
andria. 

Mr. John Bright, referring to his resigna- 
tion, stated that he had nothing to explain or 
detend. The sole reason otf his retirement 
was that he couid net concur in the Govern- 
ment’s Egyptian policy. He had for 40 years 
held and taught a doctrine that he still be- 
lieved, and he could not consistently approve 
the proceedings at Alexandria. He believed 
the moral law applied to nations as well as to 
individuals, and that the proceediugs he disap- 
proved were a violation thereof and of inter- 
national law. If he had not sooner retired it 
was because of his high regard for Mr. Glad- 
stone and his other colleagues. Ina disagree- 
ment so fundamental he would either have had 
to submit to measures he entirely condemned 
or have beenin constant contlict with his col- 
leagues. Mr. Gladstene briefly and highly 
eulogized Mr. Bright. He said F agreed with

MR. SULLIVAN'S FAILURE 


“TUG” WILSON NOT KNOCKED 
OUT IN FOUR ROUNDS. 

TEN THOUSAND PERSONS WITNESS THE SPAR- 
ING-MATCH AT MADISON-SQUARE GAR- 
DEN-—THE BOSTON MAN ON THE OF- 
FENSIVE—BEHAVIOR OF THE CROWDS. 

The announcement that Mr. John L. Sul- 
livan, of Boston, and Mr, Tug Wilson, of 

England, would have a glove-fight last even- 

ing in the Madison-Square Garden attracted 

the largest crowd ever discovered at a like 
event in this country, and the greatest gather- 
ing that ever secured admission to the Garden. 

The fact that Mr. Wilson was specially im- 

ported to this country for the purpose of 

meeting Mr. Sullivan either with or without 
gloves in a ring 24 feet square became 
quickly known in every city, town, and 
hamlet in the United States, and as 

Mr. Sullivan had proclaimed himself the 

champion pugilist of America the most ex- 

traordinary interest was displayed every- 
where in the match arranged for last evening. 

Mr. Sullivan had been the recipient of many 

challenges to fight without gloves according to 

the new rules of the London prize-ring, but he 
had decided to first select a man who could 
make a fair show in az encounter with him with 
gloves. Articles of agreement between Mr. Sul- 
livan and Mr, Wilson were recently drawn up 
in Harry Hill’s Theatre. Mr. Sullivan agreed 
to give Mr. Wilson $1,000 ang half the gate 
receipts if the latter was able to stand up be- 
fore him for four rounds with gloves and spar 
according to the Marquis of Queensbury rules 
—three minutes for each round and a 


minute’s rest between each round. Mr. 
Sullivan’s confidence in his ability to 
“knock out” Mr. Wilson or any other 
man was unbounded. After his picnic in 
Washington Park he went to Boston with his 
confidential agent, Mr. William Maddon, and 
remained in seclusion. Mr. Wilson went to 
Philadelphia and placed himself under the 
watchful eye of Mr. Arthur Chambers, of that 
city. ‘The condition of the men was from time 
to time made known to the _ public, 
and sporting society was more. ex- 
cited than it had ever been’ over 
a prospective glove fight. Betting men at 
first made Mr. Sullivan a strong favorite. The 
fact that he had never been defeated was 
urged as good grounds for belief that he never 
would be, but when Mr. Wilson’s career in the 
prize-ring in England became known there 
was a lull in the betting. 

It was said, upon what seemed to be the 


most trustworthy autbority, that Mr. Wilson | 


was the “best man’’ in all England, and he 
was compared in appearance and pugilistic 
ability to the lamented Mr. Thomas Sayers. 
When he was first gazed upon in 
Philadelphia by sporting gentlemen of 
that city and New-York, it was thought 
that he was too small a man _ to 
pit against Mr. Sullivan, but Mr. Wilson is no- 
torious for his good humor. He opened his 
cavern-like mouth and said, joyfully, “T can 
’it’im, me boy, mark ye.’’ Sporting gentle- 
men admitted that Mr. Wilson’s experience as 
a fighter in the prize ring would probably baf- 
fle Mr. Sullivan, and when talk of this kind 
reached New-York the betting on the pugilists 
became somewhat even, and there was a ten- 
dency to boom Mr. Wilson. Mr. Sullivan's 
Boston admirers remained true to him, and 
could not be persuaded to believe that the 
*“littke Englistman,’ as Mr. Wilson was 
spoken of, could stand up before him for 
four rounds. These admirers came to this

Mr. Hill tried to infuse some life into 
the Philadelphians by shouting: ‘Slug him: 
hit him,’’ but they were unequal to the occa- 
sion. Two other Philadelphians gave a similar 
exhibition and were likewise hissed. 

After the disappearance of the Philadel- 
phians there was a long wait. The 10,000 
spectators shouted, stamped, and hissed in the 
most vigorous manner. Mr. Hill frequently 
attempted to pacify them by saying: ‘‘ Mr. 
Sullivan and Mr. Wilson will soon be here; I 
have sent for them, gentlemen.”’ Occasionally, 
some one started a cheer, and the crowd, 
supposing that the pnugilists were about 
to make their appearance, applauded 
until the building seemed to sway to 
and fro. At lengtb at 9:25 o’clock 
the pugilists were seen making their way 
through the crowds followed by their trainers, 
and the cheers were deafening. Mr. Wilson 
first ascended the steps, and in the most ap- 

roved style “shied his castor into the ring.” 

is ‘castor’ was an old brown straw hat. He 
crawled under the ropes and took the chair in 
the Madison-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street 
correr of the ring. Close behind him 
were Mr. Arthur Chambers and Mr. 
George Holden, his seconds. Mr, Wilson was 
in full ring costume, bare to the hips, with 
white knee breeches, pink . stockings, and 
gaiters. His colors were a black polka dot 
silk handkerehief. His seconds had divested 
themselves of their coats, vests, and hats, and 
carried sponges and huge palm-leaf fans. Mr. 
Wilson weighed, it was said, 160 pounds. He 
was short and chunky in appearance, 
and his big mouth created a sensation 
when he was pleased to open it, 
and calmly contemplated the roof of the 
Garden. moment after Mr. Wilgon had 
seated himself Mr. Sullivan stepped between 
the ropes and strode across the platform to the 
Fourth-avenue and Twenty-seventh-street cor- 
ner of the ring. He was followed by Mr. Joe 
Gess, who wore no coat, and who was evi- 
dently not in a peaceful frame of mind, 
Mr. Goss carried a large sponge, and 
engaged in an argument with Mr. 
Sullivan, The latter dropped gracefully into 
a chair, and quickly arose and removed a wet 
towel which he had sat upon. Then Mr. Wil- 
liam Madden, carrying a pair of boxing-gloves, 
two bottles, and some sponges, reached the 
platform and looked about like a man in doubt, 
After surveying his friend and pupil he walked 
over to Mr. Hill, who had been selected 
as the referee, and said something to him. 
Mr. Sullivan, like Mr. Wilson, was stripped to 
the hips. He wore pink tights, blue stockings, 
and gaiters, and his colers were a blue and 
white silk handkerchief. He was apparently 
in excellent condition, and was aware that the 
majority of the audience were his admir- 
ers. He weighed 1090 pounds, and is 
nearly three inches taller than Mr. Wilson. 
work of putting the gloves on 
Wilson’s hands was 
no easy task, and when the job was finished, 
Mr. Hill shouted that both parties agreed to 
dispense with the services of one of 
their seconds. * Thereupon Mr, Joe Goss 
and Mr. George Holden retired from 
the platform, leaving Mr. Madden with 
Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Chambers with Mr. Wil- 
son, The crowds were greatly excited, and 
the cheers for Mr. Sullivan completely 
drowned the feeble efforts of Mr. Wilson's ad- 
mirers. 

At 9:35 o’clock Mr, Hill shrieked, ‘‘ Are you 
ready, gentlemen?” and, there being no re- 
sponse, Mr. Hill added, with Song ed 
sereech, *Time.”? Mr, Sullivan and Mr. Wil- 
son quickly advanced to the centre of the ring, 
and they and the seconds shook bands. Then the 
seconds stepped back, and, as quick as a flash 
of lightning, Mr. Wilson bounded toward Mr. 
Sullivan and struck him a terrific blow on the 
the neck under the left jaw. Mr. Sullivan’s 
success as a pugilist has always depended upon 
his quickness and the rapidity with which 
he dealt blows. He was evidently greatly 
astonished at Mr. Wilson’s conduct, and 
to the latter’s surprise began to rain down 
upon him blows such as a boiler-maker might 
give at his daily work. There was seemingly 
no attempt upon the part of the Bostonian to 
display what is called ‘‘science.’’ ‘* He's 
a slugger,’’ was heard on all sides, He 
pounded Mr. Wilson over into his cor 
ner, and was, to all intents and_ pur- 
joses, bent upon beating Mr. Wison

The excitement on the first night of a walking- | 


match in the garden was never so great as it 
was last evening. Quiet, inoffensive-iooking 
citizens seemed suddenly transformed 
pugilists, and they sniffed the prize-ring 
from afar. Inside the garden at 7:45 o'clock 
every seat was occupied, and men stood close- 
ly packed together on the great floor. In the 
centre was a platform supported by stout posts 
fully six feet from the floor. Ropes were 
drawn around the upper part of the posts, and 
the conventional 24-foot ring was thus formed, 
and was in full view of every man in the vast 
assemblage. 

It was estimated that more than 10,000 persons 
were in the Garden, and among the spectators 
were several thousands whose faces are as 
familiar to the public as househeld words. 
There were several delegations of well-known 
politicians and fully a dozen Police Cap- 
tains, Brokers were numerous, and mixed 
up in the general mass were some of 
the heaviest villains of many cities. A 
regiment of pugiiists was in attendance. 
Two rows of seven tables each were 
placed at the Twenty-seventh-street side of the 
ring for the use of reporters and correspend- 
ents of out-of-town newspapers, and low- 
browed rufHans waited an opportunity to drive 
these gentlemen from their places so that they 
might oecupy them. Capt. Williams’s pres- 
ence had more effect upon the roughs than ali 
the patrolmen under him together, At 
8 oclock the spectators insisted, by 
mighty shouting, that the performance 
should be begun,fand when Mr. Harry 
Hill appeared on the platform he received a 
welcome that would have gladdened the heart 
ofa King. The thousands in the streets took 
up the shout. When Mr. Hill announced that 
there would be a set-to between Mr. Thummy 
Evans and Mr. Funny Cook, a shade of disap- 
pointment overspread the countenances of the 
10,000 within the Garden. The crowds were 
anxious to gaze upon Mr. Sullivan and Mr,

The 
Police officers rushed to the rescue of the 
reporters. Mr. Joe Goss was chief among the 
cowardly ruffians who played havoc with the 
reporters’ desks.

Mr. Sul- 
livan seemed disposed to rest his weary 
frame ageinst Mr. Wilson, and when about to 
do so would attempt to give Mr. Wilson the 
blow that was intended to knock him 
out.

At the 
end of the third round Mr. Sullivan 
and Mr. Wilson walked like very feeble men 
to their corners. Mr. Wilson’s second, Mr. 
Chambers, fairly danced for joy, and Mr. 
Madden looked at his pupil with fear and 
trembling. The third round had been fin- 
ished, and the prospect that Mr. Wilson would 
remain through the next and concluding round 
and thus win the fight was excellent. Time 
was called for the fourth round, and Mr. 
Sullivan summoned all his strength. He 
would have bounded at Mr. Wilson, but 
he could not bound. He struggled hard 
to dispose of Mr. Wilson. He clinched with 
the Englishman and fell with him. He struck 
foul blows frequently, and seemed determined 
touse Mr. Wilson up by fair means or foul, 
but the little man from England would not 
give up. The time of the fourth round 
expired ust as Mr. Sullivan seemed 
ready to drop exhausted to the platform. 
Mr. Wilson was on his feet, and was smiling 
when Mr. Hill screamed, ‘*Time is up.” Then 
the pugilists were taken to the corners, 
Mr. Chambers danced and_ screamed, 
and demanded cheers for Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. Sullivan was fagged out. He would, in 
all probability, have been unable to 
weather another round. Mr. Hill an- 
nounced that Mr. Wilson had won the 
fight, the $1,000 offered by Mr. Sullivan, and 
half -of the gate receipts, and the general 
scramble for the street was begun. 

As many as could get in came down from 
the Garden after the exhibition to Harry 
Hill’s, where the stake-money was to be de- 
livered, and packed the place. The stage 
manager appeared from behind the wings and 
announced that Tug Wilson had won the 
money and would be paid it by Mr. Hill. He 
added that Wilson, Sullivan, Madden, Chambers, 
and other celebrities would shortly appear, 
and in the meantime Miss Montrose would en- 
tertain the assemblage with a song, which 
she did, and was loudly  applaud- 
ed. She sang ‘Don’t forget the old 
friends for the new,” and at the conclu- 
sion of the song the ropes were ad- 
justed for a bout between Jimmie Kelly 
and Johnny Murphy, who © sparred 
like distrustful gamecocks, until the former 
Janded his glove on the latter’s neck. Then 
they grew wild and pounded each other 
in dead earnest. It was Kelly’s fight from the 
beginning. Between the rounds Mr. Hill 
came out and said it wasa big thing for 
one man to undertake to knock asother 
out in 15 minutes. He tola the crowd to have 
patience and they would see the pugilists on the 
stage, as the money was to be delivered there. 
**T am as good a friend of Sullivan’s as 
ever I was,’’ he suid afterward, ‘‘ but Sul- 
livan tried to do too much, There’s 
such a thing as a man’s outfighting 
himself and that was what Sullivan did. 
Besides Wilson did more work than he would 
have to do in a .fight. Tug Wilson 
is a wonder. He is the best little 
man leversaw. After the first and second 
rounds, if I had had $1,000 on Wilson I 
wouldn’t have given $1 for my 
chances. The betting was $100 to 
$80 in favor of Sullivan at the{start. More 
money changed hands on this event than any 
affair of the time. The little man will 
make his mark here, I can tell you.” 
Tommy Evans and Funny Cook, who once 
fought for three hours in England, and Alex- 
ander McKenna, of Philadelphia, a backer of 
Wilson, were in the place.

BEFORE, DURING, AND AFTER, 
WHO WAS IN THE GARDEN, HOW THEY BE- 

HAVED, AND HOW THEY SEPARATED. 

Mr. John L. Sullivan, of Boston, had a 
thousand-dollar engagement last evening in 


the Madison-Square Garden to meet Mr. 
“Tug” Wilson, of England, pommel Mr. 
Wilson, spread his nose over his face, knock 
him down, mop the floor with him, clinch, 
tussle, hammer, maul, drive the wind out of, 
and otherwise maltreat Mr. Wilson, for 12 
three recesses of one minute 
each for refreshments, judiciously introduced 
according to the formula laid down by the 
Marquis of Queensbury. To witness this im- 
proving spectacle about 20,000 enthusiasts, 
principally from New-Yerk, Boston, and 
Philadelphia stermed the Garden, and, 
after an hour or so of scrowdg- 
ing, pushing, yelling, swearing, and 
ribald quarrels, about 10,000  succeed- 
did in getting through the doors, paying $1 or 
$2, according to sides, There not being a 
square inch of space left, nobody else could 
get in, und so the other 10,000 cooled their 
heels outside and echoed the pandemonium 
witbit, 

Such a crowd as the Garden held one seldom 
sees. Artists, actors, burglars, bankers, bunko- 
steerers, beer-jerkers, blacksmiths, confidence 
men, cappers, clog-dancers, clerks, capitalists, 
Captains, Chinese, Danes, doctors, detectives, 
divines, (one,) engineers, firemen, Frenchmen, 
Germans, Governors, harlots, ,horse-thieves, 
idiots, Irish, jail-birds, keno men, lawyers, 
machinists, Mexicans, negroes, officers, poli- 
ticians, Portuguese, quacks, reporters, Rus- 
sians, rancheros, Spanish sailors, tailors, un- 
dertakers, vintners, villains, waiters, xylo- 
phonists, youngsters, and zealots were jammed 
together so thick that the mass looked 
like Broadway pavement, with bald heads for 
cobbles. From the highest type of respecta- 
bility to the lowest grade of depravity, every 
art, profession, vocation, trade, and crime had 
its representative there, and the capitalist 
jostled the pickpocket, the Judge stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with the sneak-thief, and 
the Senator was cheek by jowl with 
the thug during the entire evening. The 
short-haired gentry were out in force, and 
if Sing Sing had emptied its army into the 
building the leavening actually would have 
improved the mass, so vile was it with coun- 
tenances molded in the lowest slums, dens, 
and walks ot infamy that this and neighborin 
cities hold. At first the crowd was incline 
to be jocese, and cat-calls, cries.of ‘* Shoot the 
hat!” “Trot ’em out!” ‘Looker Jumbo!’ 
“Whoop her up!” ‘Ante up, Har- 
ry!” &c., went the rounds,’ while 
gangs cf pickpockets specially imported for 
the occasion assisted our local guild in reliev- 
ing the multitude of watches, purses, handker- 
chiefs, and hats. The Police, under Capt. 
Williams, were in force, but were guyed un- 
mercifully by those six ranks back in the 
crowd. Williams told one burly citizen to 
hold his jaw, and got back the neat retort, 
“Oh, swaller yer club!” which tickled the 
crowd immensely. Presently the squeezing 
and heat grew to be unbearable, and tem- 
pers rose with the thermometer, Coats, 
collars, and even shirts were pulled off, 
and in this charming free-and-easy con- 
dition the average spectator was ready 
for a row and the aspect of affairs 
was decidedly belligerent. At first the war- 
fare was wordy and harmless, but presently 
toes were jammed, hats knocked off, and shins 
kicked, and then brief but spirited mills My 
to spring up in all directions, keeping the Po- 
lice busy. Many of these were evidently started 
by pickpockets, as was evidenced by cries for 
watches and pocket-beoks, made even before the 
mélée could be checked. At times it seemed 
that a general Donagybrook free fight was im- 
pending, and many a well-scared man fell of 
his nose and drew in his stomach, witha long- 
drawn sigh of relief when he found that 
Capt. Williams had once more succeeded 
ia postponing it. The intervals of this 
excitement were enlivened by whoops, 
whistles, and = hisses, intended to call the 
champions out, and false alarms, started 
every half minute,caused general uprisings,and 
then, to relieve disappointment, while awav 
time, and enable some pickpocket to ‘‘ work” 
still another victim, a fresh row would be 
precipitated. This cheerfnl state of affairs oc- 
cupied the attention of the chaos within the 
building for an heur, at the end of 
which time if Gehenna and Hunter’s Point 
had poured in their mutual heat and per- 
fume matters could scarcely have been worse. 

The cheers which announced the victory on 
the part of the ‘* Tug,” or rather the tack of 
victory on Sullivan’s part, bad scarce been re- 
echoed from the surrounding walls when those 
in the Garden began to edge their way toward 
the exits. It was simply a rivulet of hu- 
manity at the beginning, and for the first two 
or three minutes there were few who 
through the wide opened doors, from which 
the ruffianly ticket-takers had gone lon 
before. But the outgoing tid> swel 








rapidly, and the scenes which marked 
the entrance of the vast assemblage 
were reproduced with but few variations. In 
the crush, which was exceedingly dense even 
before the inner porchways were reached, 
there were a few “he at times sought to check 
the pushing, tumbling mob. There were also 
a number who—with the instinct that marks 
the practiced city denizen—mechanically tried 
to protect their watch or wallet pockets with 
their hands. The efforts cf both classes 
were useless. It seemed as _ though 
nothing could check the rush, and 
the denseness of the crowd forbade the 
plying of the pickpocket’s art just there. The 
crowd asitemerged from the Garden was a 
— such as is seldom witnessed. The few 
who led the van elbowed their way through 
the demse mass of people surrounding the place, 
hurried by, giving in brief, slangy phrases, 
the upshot of the exhibition. When the rush 
began the outsiders were forced to give way 
as those from the Garden opened a wide lane 
through the ranks. Among the onlookers were 
not only many roughs and persons of the 
working class, but also well-dressed and some- 
what well-behaved men stood around to enjoy 
the sight, which was well worth seeing. 

_ It was, on the whole, a reeking, dirty-look- 
ing, perspiring, and decidedly offensive lot of 
humanity that came forth into the night air, 
and the electric lights which illumined the 
neighborhood brought out all the possible bad 
effects into a very bold relief. The men who 
went in prim and neat and starched and in 
well-fitting attire emerged looking limp, damp, 
moist, and unwholesome to a degree, Those 
who entered rather the worse for a 
day’s work and exposure to heat came 
out with their capacity for offensiveness per- 
ceptibly increased. Many men carried in one 
hand large palm teaf fans which they plied 
vigorously, while in the other they bore hand- 
kerchiefs which dripped with perspiration. 
Shirt collars had wilted, cuffs had become 
drenched and rumpled as well, and hats in many 
instances—especially the tall white ones —had 
been pretty thoroughly dilapidated. A lot of 
youths, whose ages ranged between 15 and 20 
years, and whose expressive countenances be- 
tokened assortment as to iniquity, came out 
looking very much as they had gone in— 
the added equivalent of grime and dirt which 
they had gained being altogether unnoticeable. 
They wore, however, no linen or its equiva- 
lent, or, in fact, any light-colored garment 
which was visible, and no manner of raiment 
which was not visible, 

The bulk of those who came out, once in the 
street, denuded themselves of coats and hats 
and vests. Collars and cravats they had dis- 
pensed with previously. Their cast-off gar- 
ments they carried over their arms, and thus 
out through the streets and avenues round 
about wound tbis curious procession. They 
marched or walked—semetimes their step was 
with measured iread and oftener not—in little 
knots and groups,earnestly discussing the scenes 
they had witnessed, and giving vent to ap- 
proving expressions interspersed occasionally 
with oaths of a long and most complicated 
character which would stun the casual hearer 
and give him new and enlarged ideas of the 
possibilities of English speech. For full 20 
minutes there poured forth a motley line, and 
1t monopolized the pavements, the gin-mills, 
and the beer saloons in the neighborhood. At 
one bar the ranks were six deep, and the beer- 
servers were almost worked into fits. It was 
no time for mixed drinks at these bars, and 
the crowds—which were execedingly thirsty— 
were quick to realize the fact. They took the 
‘*hard” liquors ‘‘straight,’? and they took 
their beer with all the foam it was capable of 
having. 

The saloons were very temporary stopping 
places for most of the throng. The groups 
would not, as ordinary crowds do, apparently 
melt away in all directions. They chose 
certain great thoroughfares, and among 
them were Fourth-avenue and the Bow- 
ery. Hatless and coatless and _ vest- 
less did the horde proceed, its peculiar 
characteristics in the way of dress or undress 
distinguishing it and keeping it apart from the 
usual promenaders of the sidewalks. Nearly 
two miles down town away from the Madison- 
Square Garden there were perceptible frag- 
ments of the procession which issued from its 
portals, 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


THE FINDING IN THE CASE OF THE CHARTER 
OAK LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY AGAINST 
THE COOK COUNTY BANK. 


CuicaGco, July 17.—E. B. Sherman, Master 
of Chancery of the United States Court, to-day 
filed his report in the case of the Charter Oak Life 
Insurance Company against the Cook County 
National Bank, of Chicago. Just before the bank 
failed, in 1875, Allen, Stephens & Co., of New- 
York, of which firm Mr. Allen, the President of the 
bank, was a member, advanced tothe bank about 
$3,500,000, and received from the bank and Mr. 


Allen a large amount of remittances and 
collateral, When the bank failed Allen, 
Stepkens & Co. claimed a balance due 
them of about $700,000, which claim was 
assigned to the Charter Oak Life Insurance Com- 
pany. which filed this claim against the bank, but 
the Receiver refused to allowit. A bill was then 
filed in the United States Circuit Court to enforce 
payment of a dividend upon the claim, aud the 
ease was referred to Master Sherman to inquire 
into the vatidity of a charge of $600,000 by the 
Cook County Bank against Allen, Stephens & Co. 
made in Novem!er, 1874. The report of the mas- 
ter is voiagminous. It says Mr. Allen was appoint- 
ed Receiver in trust in the case of 
Mark Howard against Des Moines in 1867, 
and, having received money which in 1873 
amounted to $841,090, was ordered to pay over the 
same. Being unable to do so he bought a controll- 
ing interest in the Cook County Bank, paying 
$312,000, and then borrowed of the bank the 
amount necessary to pay the Receivership fund. 
From this time onward he never owed the bank 
less than $1,000,000, but the indebtedness was con- 
tracted in various ways. The master finds that the 
charge of $600,000 was made on the boeks of 
the bank to conceal the debt of Allen 
to the bank, and was fraudulent and should 
be set aside. The account between the 
parties is carefully stated, and a_ detailed 
statement !s given of all paper and collatera! sent 
Allen, Stephens & Co. for which they ought to ac- 
count to the bank, and he finds that the Cook 
County Bank, atter being credited with the pro- 
ceeds of all such collateral, was on the 2th of 
January, 1875. indebted to Allen, Stephens & Co. 
to the amount of $593,228. A claim made by 
the defendants that all collateral received by 
Allen, Stephens & Co. should be returned or ac- 
counted at its face value was denied on the ground 
that Allen, Stephens & Co. had full authority to 
sell, use, or hypothecate such collateral in the 
manner in which they did, and were not blamable 
for its depreciation of value, and were therefore 
only bound to account for its actual value.

PETERSBURG’S DUAL GOVERNMENTS. 
PETERSBURG, Va., July 17.—A special meet- 
ing of the new City Council was held to-night 
when $15,000 were appropriated to purchase a site 
fora State Lunatic Asylum, to be erected here. 
The site, which has already been selected, is the 
Wilson farm, Dinwiddie County, near this city. 
Efforts were repeatedly made to have the amount 
appropriated when the Funders had the controlling 
ower in the Council, but without success. The 
argest sum ever appropriated for the purpose by 
the outgoing Council was $10,000. The onder 
members of the present Council are determined to 
absent themselves at all meetings of that body so 
long as the Readjuster Councilmen make a party 
issue of tke administration of city affairs. Nota 
single one was present to-night. The Council as 
now organized stands 13 Readjusters to 11 Demo- 
erats. Under therules, the Council requires a two- 
thirds majority to suspend the ruies, hence there 
can be no suspension of the rules without the 
presence of three Democratic Councilmen. Thus 
the dead-lock in municipal affairs remains un- 
broken and the city still has a dual set of oflicers.

THE TEMPORARY TRUCE BETWEEN’ THB 
STALWARTS AND INDEPENDENTS ABAN- 
DONED AND HOSTILITIES RESUMED— 
VIEWS OF CHAIRMAN COOPER OF THE 
CAMERON STATE COMMITTEE. 

* PHItaDELPatIA, July 17.—Though the 
Stalwart Republican Executive Committea 
will not meet to prepare an answer to tha 
proposition of the Independents until to-mor- 
row afternoon, It ispretty well settled already 
what the answer will be, and that both parties 
understand itis evident from the fact that 
both have abandoned the temporary truce and 
are firing away their campaign ammunition 
as briskly as ever. The Stalwart candidates 
will not reply in person to the communication 
addressed to them by the Independent candi< 
dates, but they have been in telegraphic com- 
munication with head-quarters, and the Exec< 
utive Committee will give expression to their 
views. That they will not accept the proposition 
for both sets of candidates to resign and let a 
new convention nominate a new ticket has been! 
understood ever since that proposition wa# 
made, and Chairman Cooper said this after< 
noon tnat the committee which meets to-mor< 
row would have ro power to withdraw their 
men. Probably the best indications of the posi< 
tion the Stalwarts will now take 1s contained 
in an editorial article in Senator Cooper’s 


paper, the Delaware County American, which 
says: ‘‘The’ Independent candidates and 
the Chairman of their State Committee 
did not dare to reject unqualifiedly propo- 
sitions so generous and just, but in their search 
for a way to qualify their denial of peace they 
hit upon three expedients. The first was a 
proposal on the part of four of the five candi- 
dates to accept the new convention proposal if 
the candidates of the Republican Party, to< 
gether with themselves, woulda publicly pledge 
not to be candidates before the new body. 
Knowing or fearing, and in this sense confess- 
ing, that before the people none of them had a 
chance for a nomination, they would drag 
down those who had. Not having ths 
virtue of a, they were willing tc 
to pose in tbe self-sacrificing attitude of mar- 
tyrdom if indoingso they could pull down 
all who stood in their way. Thisis a fres 
land of ours, and an intelligent one. It is tox 
free even to permit the denial of the right of 
@ man constitutionally eligible to be a candi- 
date for office, It is too intelligent and just to 
permit hopeless men to check the hopes and 
aspirations of others by arbitrary and factious 
dictation. It is too just tosay that men shall 
be disfranchised because of honorable distinc- 
tion won, when the law and Constitution 
can only disfranchise for crime whereof the 
accused shall have been convicted. When 
these four candidates made their mock coun- 
ter-proposal they did that which was dishonor- 
able to themselves, and sought to cast dishonor 
upon the people, and by and through the 
most arbitrary assertion of boss power at- 
tempted to dictate just whom the people shail 
not vote for.

Blissert, of New-York. The convention will 
issue an elaborate address to the public re- 
viewing the position of the two leading parties, 
criticizing their shortcomings, and setting 
forth what the Greenbackers consider as the 
live issues of the day.

!. THE OHIO DEMOCRATS’ PLATFORM. 


UNCERTAINTY IN THE PARTY AS TO WHAT IT 
SHOULD AND SHOULD NOT CONTAIN. . 


‘ Crncrnwatt, July 17.—The delegates from 
this county to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion will be elected to-morrow evening, and 
the convention assembles on Thursday. Cir- 
cinnati will furnish no candidates for nomina- 
tion for office, and interest in the proceedings 
will be chiefly centred in the platform. There 
is abundant evidence of uncertainty in the 





Democratic camp as to what the platform 
should and what it shonld not contain. There 
are none of the current issues that it is quite 


safe to touch, nor is it any safer to pass 
them unnoticed. It has been the prac- 
tice of the party to declare against all 
sumptuary laws, and that course will proba- 
bly be adopted this year, But it will be onl 
asa choice between evils, Such a plank will 
be good bait to throw out to dissatisfied Ger- 
man Republicans, but it will at once drive 
back to the Republicans the wavering tem- 
perance brigade, and will tend to alleviate the 
radical members of the party who, in the fight 
against the liquor ring and Sabbath desecra- 
tion, have been in full sympathy with 
the Republicans. Another difficulty will 
arise when the plank comes up for con- 
sideration, and this is civil service 
reform. It is announced that Senator 
Pendleton expects to attend the convention, 
end if present it will be difficult to avoid mak- 
ing himits Chairman. It will then follow that 
the distinguished Senator, asthe champion of 
civil service reform and a possible candidate 
for the Presidency, will seek to commit his 
arty in his own State to the issue which he 
as so earnestly espoused. But therank and 
file of the party want nothing to do with such 
a doctrine. hey are interested in politics 
only on account of the offices—only plunder 
that may be won. Tho practical working of 
Mr. Pendleton’s bill will be to keep 
Republicans in office whether the Democrats 
carry the next Presidential election or not. 
There is nothing at all to interest the ward 
workers in such a prospect, and Mr. Pendle- 
ton is likely to go somewhat disappointed back 
to Washington. 

The tariff question will also have to be dis- 
posed of, for the reason that the old Demo- 
cratic free trade ideas are not popular with the 
working men. Whichever way the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions turn their face they are 
likely to be confronted with perplexing ques- 
tions. The result will probly be an equivocat- 
ing and meaningless platform, with regret 
that any declaration of principles is needed 
written between ail the lines. Their object 
will be to touch the questions of popular in- 
terest in such a way as to offend as few as 
Dossible, and to catch voters of all shades of

®RGANIZATION OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE 
—MR. VAN WYCK ELECTED CHAIRMAN. 

The delegates elected to the new Democratic 
General Committee of Kings County met last even- 
Ing in the Music Hall, Flatbush and Fulton-avenues, 
Brooklyn, to effect a permanent organization, 
The new committee is. the outcome of the 
recent reorganization of the party conducted 
nnder the supervision of a Committee of One Hun- 


fired and Fifty, agreed upon by the warring fae- 
tions into which the Democrats of the county have 
been so long divided. Last night’s meeting was 
looked forward to with great interest, created 
principally by a wide-spread curiosity to see how 
a Democratic General Committee, supposed to be 
ancontroiled by a boss, would conduct itself. The 
new committee, which is composed of 435 mem- 
bers, is rather an unwieldy body, and the calling 
of the roll last evening occupied a longtime. Ad- 
mission to the hall was by ticket, pink pieces of 
eard-board furnishing a passport to the floor,where 
provision was made for the segting of the dele- 
gates, and pale green tiekets to the galleries. 
Both parts of the house were crowded. 
Seats on the platform were oceupied by the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen, whieh had been appointed by 
the Committes of One Hundred and Fifty to hand 
over the reorganized Demooracy to the new Demo- 
cratic General Committee. The committee as a 
whole was a presentable body, although there 
were many old faces who figured for years as dum- 
lies on the benches of Boss McLaughlin's con- 
rentions. Of the new members nothing is known 
ts yet, but during the evening it was seen that 
most of them acted witn the whilom followers of 
the boss. Soon after 8 o'clock ex-Alderman Black 
talled the meeting toorder. Mr. Bellows, Secre- 
tary of the Committee of One Hundred and Fifty, 
then called the roll, after which the report of the 
Committees of One Hundred and Fifty, recounting 
the methods by which the reorganization of the 
party and the election of the new General Commit- 
tee were effected. Mr, Anderson, of the Twenty- 
first Ward, moved that ex-Alderman Black be 
temporary Chairman until a permanent Chairman 
should be elected. The motion was carried. 
Ex-Judge Delmar, of the Twenty-second Ward, 
representing the old regulars, moved that the com- 
mittee:proceed to elect a President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. Mr. Rogers, of the Twentieth Ward, 
representing the Independents,moved as an amend- 
ment that a Committee on Nomination of one mem- 
ber from each ward and town be appointed, and 
that the same committee ke instructed to report a 
constitution aud by-laws. Messrs, Barrett, Bergen, 
aod Flaherty supported ex-Judge Delmar’s motion 
On the ground that the State Convention was ap- 
proaching and the need for permanent organiza- 
tion was urgent. The amendment was defeated by 
an overwhelming majority, and the first victory was 
thus scored for the reguiars. Ex-Senator Murtha, 
one of McLaughlin’s chief lieutenants in the past, 
declined in advance to bea candidate for Chair- 
man, and before taking his seatnomiuated Angus- 
tus Van Wyck for that office. Mr. Van Wyck was 
elected by acclamation. He returned thanks ina 
carefully prepared speech, in which he predicted a 
career of unprecedented success for the united 
Demoeracy. Mr. Van Wyck, who is alawyer by 
profession, was a Jeffersonian of a mild type, and 
his election was decided upon some time ago by 
the regulars. William A. Furey, an old-time Mc- 
Laughiinite, was elected Seeretary, and Register 
homas Carroll, another MoLaughlinite, Treasurer. 
While the newly elected officers were being es-

STRIKES IN VARIOUS TRADES. 
LYNN SHOE-LASTERS ON STRIKE—CINCIN- 
NATI BOILER-MAKERS COMPROMISE, 

Boston, July 17.—The tasters at Keene 
Brothers’ shoe factory, at Lynne, struck to-day, on 
being refused a slight advance intheir wages. ‘The 
men claim that the increase asked was no more 
than other shops paid, while on the other hand the 
firm states that it already pays as much for lasting 


the same grade of shoes as other manufacturers 
do. The men struck by order of the Lasters’ Union. 
It was expected that the difference would be satis- 
factorily adjusted to-day, but the firm decided to 
shut down all its works save the stitching-room. 
The remainder of the work people are “ out."’

MANITOBA ASSERTING HER RIGHTS. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, July 17.—The Times 
(Government organ) has foreshadowed the policy 
of the local government on the railway question, 
The Governmént at the last session passed a gen- 
eral act authorizing the granting of eharters, in so 
far as that might be done within the constitutional 
authority of the Legislature. The Government 
maintained that the constitutional powers of the 
Manitoba Legislature are equal to those enjoyed 
by that of any other province in the Dominion, 
aud that under them charters may be granted for 
the construction of roads running within the e¢on- 
fines of the old province to the international 
boundary, and within the new territory to within 
15 miles of the boundary. Upon the land question 
the Government will maintain the right of the 
rovince to manage and control the unclaimed 
ands within its confines. With regard to the ex- 
tension of the provincial boundaries, the Govern- 
ment will agitate for their extension westward to 
the one hundred and second meridian, northward 
to apoint on Hudson Bay, and eastward to the 
shores of Lake Superior.

REFUGEES STARVING JN CINCINNATI. 

CrncinnatTI, July 17.—The arrival of 250 
Jewish Russian refugees on Saturday who were 
sent here inastarving condition, and without a 


word of notice to the Jewish Relief Committee of 
this city, has created considerable indignation 
among the Israelites of this city,and they have 
eabled tothe Retief Committees in London and 
Hamburg to send no more here. In the meantime 
most vigorous measures have been taken to relieve 
the immediate necessities of the refugees and ob- 
tain for them permanent homes aad employment.

THE NEW COLORADO POOL—NEVADA AND 


OREGON RAILROAD OFFICERS 


Boston, July 17.—The Transcript, in its 
financial article to-day, says: ‘‘The General 
Managers of the Union Pacific, Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, and Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroads met in Chicago on 
Saturday and formed a Colorado _ traffic 
pool. There were formerly two pools upon 
Colorado business between the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé and Union Pacific Roads, one called 


the “ Denver pool,” in which the Union Pacific had 
75 per cent. interest and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé 25 per cent., the other the “ Pueblo pool.”’ 
including Leadville business,) in which the roads 
ad equal interest. The Atchison oad concedes 
to the new-comer, the Chleago, Burlington and 
Quincy, 5 per cent., and the Union Pacific eon- 
cedes enough more so that the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quinoy will get about 29 per cent. of the en- 
tire Colorado traffic. ‘The Colorado pooled busi- 
ness amounts to $8,000,000 annually, of which 
$6,000,000 is freight and $2,000,000 passenger. As 
between the pools, $5,000,000 belongs to the Den- 
yer pool and $3,000,000 to the Pueblo pool. This 
important settlement of so large a traffic meets 
with general ~ jc among the ofiicers.of all the 
roads interested, 

The Directors of the Massachusetts Central Rail- 
road held an adjourned meeting this afternoon.

OARSMEN TALKING. 
CHALLENGES AND CROSS-CHALLENGES BE- 
TWEEN HANLAN AND ROSS, 

Sr. Joun, New-Brunswick, July 17.—Wal- 
lace Ross publishes a card in reply to Hanlan’s 
challenge. He reviews the negotiations with Han- 
lan, and says the sporting editor of the Toronto 
Mail ran away with funds to the amount of $1,000 
whieh he had put up, and concludes as follows: 
“As Hanlan has distinctly named me as one of 
those he is ready to meet, lam willing to row him 


five races on five consecutive days, each race for 
$1,000 a side, distance to be from three to five 
miles, the races to begin on a Monday and end on 
a Friday, and no postponement to be permitted on 
account of the weather. As Llanlan is the origi- 
nator of this idea of five races, { hope he will not 
now attempt to back out. Let him name his date 
in September, and let the races take place 
at Winnipeg, whose people went to great 
expense in anticipation of the race to 
have been rowed on June 2, only to 
be disappointed owing to Hanlan's absenee. 
One thing I wish Hanlan and the public to under- 
stand, and that Is that he ran away to England 
without rowing me last Winter, putting up only a 
check to bind arace. If he ever intended to row 
he did not prepare himself for it and was not fit to 
row within three weeks of his Atlantic voyage. 
He is not now to be allowed to skip off to Australia, 
going there as champion of the world, unless he 
shows that be is willingto row for that title. When 
Harlan puts up $500 in cash. not a check, in the 
hands of same responsible party, I will cover it to 
bind a race, which Mr. Hanlan seems tc desire, and 
which a great many people would be glad to see 
rowed.”’ 


Toronto, July 17.—Regarding the Ross 
card, Hanlan says he could not now entertain the 
matter until be had ascertained how many would 
accept his chaliengeto row five races with 48 hours 
intervening between each, and with five crack 
oarsmen. Headded: “I will, on any date next 
year, row Ross a four or five mile race, with or 
without turn, for $5,000a side. 1 will not go so 
far away as Winnipeg, but will agree to 
any waters between this city and New-York.” 
Hanlan will make a telling deposit to bind his chal- 
lenge With any responsible person in Toronto. His 
other series of challenges will remain open. A mis- 
understanding appears to have arisen in regard to 
the challenges. They were only good for next 
year, as Hanlan has been ordered by his medical 
attendants not toindulge in racing to any great 
extent this year.

A BBEAK IN CHICAGO MARKETS. 

UNPRECEDENTED RECEIPTS OF WHEAT—A 
DROP OF SIX CENTS-—-FAILURE OF LARGE 
DEALERS. 

Cuicaao, July 17.—There was much more 
excitement on ’Change to-day than usual. The 
leading grain markets breaking badly un- 
der the influence of large receipts here and 
other points and fine woather all over 
the West. Provisions were stronger, actually ad- 
vancing in the face of one of the biggest breaks 
ever known outside of the collapse of a corner 
or the occurrence of a financial panic. The 


wheat market Grohped about 6 cents on 
oash deliveries of inter and a little more 
than half that on futures. <A _ little over 
450 car-loads were received here, and 330,000 
busheis were reported received at St. Louis, 
that ay having more than it knew what 
to do with, as orders were telegraphed here to 
sell wheat to arrive in this city at $1 12, and it 
was intimated that nearly 150,000 bushels of the 
wheat which St. Louis was reported to have 
shipped to-day was on the way to this city. The 
chief point in the situation seemed to be 
not so much the largeness of the wheat 
crop, which has been prettv widely counted on, 
but the fact that the wheat is moving s0 
much earlier this year than usual. Operators 
said that receipts as large as those 
noted above were simply unprecedented for the 
middle of July, and would make a fair average 
amount for the middle of August. Of course, 
Chicago is receiving wheat earlier this year than 
before on account of the fact that we are 
now reaching out for Winter wheat, which 
crop is harvested earlier than the vart- 
et known as “Spring. But the Winter 
Wheat itself is earlier than in other years, 
and the people who have been _ count- 
ing upon a_ squeeze in July owing to 
the absence of wheat to deliver on centracts 
are being pretty badly fooled. This increased the 
weakness in July deliveries to-day more than 
in the longer futures. Early in the day 
July sold 6 cents above the price for 
August, while at the close of see there 
was only about 4 cents difference between 
the two deals, and this month seemed 
even weak at that diminished premium. 
It was noted by dealers that there was a better 
demand for September, and the discount on 
that month was reduced, a good many peo- 
ple thinking that September wheat at 
very little over $1a bushel must be cheap when 
the magnificent quality of the grain is 
taken into account, and it is also remem- 
bered that Europe will certainly want a 
¢reat deal of our surplus. The latest advices from 
the other side of the Atlantic are to the effect 
that the Russian cro is a very poor 
one, turnisg out mue below the average 
while the crop of Great Britain is considerably 
below the average of the last six or seven 
years. Corn declined nearly 2}4 cents also 
on the fact of large receipts. The arrivals 
were 601 ear-loads, forming «# genuine sur- 
prise to the majority of the trade. The 
bulis have been counting upon no corn 
in the West, while the bearish element 
reasoned to-day tbat all that farmers wanted 
in order to market their supplies ‘was 
a reasonable prospect of a good crop 
this Fall. The prospects are much better now 
than It was a few weeks ago, is yet larger than the 
uantity on which was predicted the very high prices 
that have recently ruled here. Last week corn sold at 
net much less than twice the average price in this 
market for 20 years past reckoned on a specie 
basis, There wasa good shipping demand for wheat 
at the reduction, and a much better shipping 
demand for corn than was noted last 
Friday and Saturday. It looked as “if 
parties who held off from buying 
the latter half of last week would have invested 
quite freely in corn but for the weakness in 
wheat both fell off a good deal more than 
they would otherwise have done, the early break 
being a comparatively small one but it ex- 
hausted the margins in one case heard of 
and then there Was a regular rush 
to sell both wheat and cornon the part of those 
who were long to the person who was under- 
stood to have laid down. ‘'I'nis caused a 
little additional weakening, and on the 
heels of that there was a big call for margins 
by the longs in both markets, which 
was only partly responded to. ‘The result 
was that a great deal of other grain 
wus thrown on the market than would have 
been for sale but for the faiiure noted, which, 
like the tumble of a single briek in 
a row knocked a good many others 
endwise. The market for provisions was really 
strong but unsettled; there was a good 
demand to fill shorts, aud it was the opin 
fon of parties in the trade that most 
of these shorts had been put out at the top of the 
market, or soon after the market turned downward 
last week, the operation realizing a handsome profit 
to the persons who had been fortunate enough 
to oatch the deal on the turn the great- 
est strength was exhibited in lard, which 
was also the steadiest article. There 
were several buying orders for lard from the sea- 
board, and that stimulated pork, while meats which 
were duli and steady early in the daycrept up 
very strongly during the last hour of the 
session, There were pretty liberal transactions in 
oats, which were off from 144 to 1% cents. Light 
receipts and quite an active demand for July 
and August tended to sustain that market more 
than anything else. The operator who laid 
down was George A. Wheeler, who has been 
on ‘Change for 2% years and stands very 
high. lifts health became impaired several 
months ago, and he went away to recuperate, 
leaving his business in the hands of his 
son-in-law, Mr. Brown. George Wilde, a 
well-known speculator, who goes in _ for 
all or nothing got hoid of the young 
man and gave him orders for large quan- 
tities of wheat and pork, which Mr. Brown 
bought, neglecting, however, to require 
Wilde to put up margins to protect the 
trades.

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TOPICS OF FRENCH TALK 


EGYPT, THE DIVORCE BILL, AND 
SOCIAL SCANDALS. 

PRENCH PERPLEXITY OVER THE EGYPTIAN 
MUDDLE—M. NAQUET’S DIVORCE MEAS- 
URE—THE NEWEST OTHELLO IN PARI- 
SIAN PRIVATE LIFE. 


Paris, July 5.—The settlement of the 
Egyptian difficulty has so dragged that the 
French people have lost all interest init, A 
few of the most important newspapers had 
sent out specials te Cairo when it first prom- 
ised to become serious, but each in succession 
bas begun to recall its correspondents, con- 
vineed at last that foreigners without any 
knowledge of the language of the country 
about which they are to write cannot get at 
any information of the doings behind the 
scenes except what it may please the chief act- 
ors of the comedy to impart to their interview- 
ers. School may keep or not; Arabi may go 
to Constantinople and be ‘‘pisened,’”’? or he 
may stay at home and ‘‘pisen’’ the Khédive; 
England may seize the Canal of Suez, or the 
Bultan’s ‘‘faithful subjects” may destroy the 
same before the British troops can land; all 
these evertualities leave the French mind pro- 
foundly indifferent. M. de Freycinet has cate- 
gorically declared that, as an expedition can- 
not cost less than 10,000,000f., and that as he 
would not venture to ask such an appropria- 
tion, knowing its refusal by the lower house 
to be a certainty, no expedition need be appre- 
bended. ; Therefore is the heart of France glad; 
ber children will not be sent to slaughter, and 
if the prestige of her flag suffers, then so much 
the worse for the tricolor. This is official and 
doubtless true for the time being; still, do 
not be surprised to learn—probably after 
Parliament’s separation for the Summer 


holidays—that unforeseen circumstances have 
obliged the President of the Council, bv 
and with the advice and consent of his col- 
leagues, to dispatch a detachment to protect 
the lives and property of French citizens, for 
which act he, the aforesaid President of the 
Council, trusts to the patriotism of his fellow- 
citizens for absolution, &c. Something of the 
same kind was done last year in the matter of 
Tunisia, and a little, or rather a good deal, of 
buncombe carried even old Barthélemy St, 
Hilaire through with flying colors. Nobody 
neither knows whatis going to be done nor 
what ought to be done, nor yet what 
may be the result of all the intrigues 
in and out of. the Constantinopolitan con- 
ference, the only points on which there is 
a semblance of certainty being the rapidly 
increasing coldness of Iranco-English rela- 
tions and the proportional development of an 
entente cordiale with Berlin. Somebody, in- 
dubitably, is about to be left out in the cold. 
{ fancy that somebody is France, but the 
long-headed Nestors of the French press, the 
French political Gamaliels, and the intelligent 
young men who sit at their feet and hearken 
to their teachings assert dogmatically that it is 
‘* perfidious Albion.’”? Perhaps these prophets 
may be correctly inspired, and yet, although 
disclaiming all pretensions to prophetic pow- 
ers, I fear that France is destined to be the 
only sufferer. But do not suppose me minded 
to dissert on politics, which are a good deal 
like Robert Houdin’s magic bottle, and 
may produce anything from a penny 
trumpet to a_ flock of pigeons or 
a boa-constrictor, which, in the words of the 
villain in ‘* Lazare le Patre,’’ may ‘unite the 
sensibility of the dove to the ferocity of the 
vulture.” I have only alluded to them to 
show that I am not ignorant of the existence 
of a grave Areopagus whose business is to find 
a pacific solution to one of the most serious 
problems which have been proposed to Europe 
within the last half of a century, viz.: how to 
satisfy half a dozen parties, each with antago- 
nistic views, and yet dissatisfy none of them. 
The Areopagites have what the lamented Mr. 
Lincoln would have called a ** big job” on their 
bands, but as they are paid to attend to that 
business it would be impertinent and presuming 
to interfere with their functions, No! I shall 
drop Egypt altogether, and notice another 
**burning’’ question, a question infinitely more 
**palpitating’’ to the French people, because 
in it they are directly interested, and, which 
is gratifying, they can have it disposed of 
without the effusion of blood, 

Divorce and its apostle I sing, yet sing them 
mildly; I shall not preach for divorce nor 
against divorce, as [ think, for those who want 
to profit by the new law, the proposed modifi- 
ration of the Code Napoleon will be a blessing. 
M. Naquet isa reformer, and, better still, an im- 
partial reformer; he is a bachelor, and there- 
fore not open to the suspicion of being in- 
fluenced, by any personal motives at present, 
nor any prospective personal motives, 
as he is not young nor over care- 
ful in dress and as humpbacked as 
a dromedary. M. Naquet introduced his bill 
on high-toned principies, for the greater good 
of the masses, he has always averred; and 
through good report and evil report, in the 
teeth of all opposition, braved the storm of 
righteous indignation raised by those who 
maintained that what God had joined togeth- 
er man should not put asunder. No onecan 
calculate the number of quires of paper and 
botties of ink which have been expended by 
writers of high and low. degree in their po- 
lemics on this subject. Everybody, inclusive 
of Jules Simon and Alexandre Dumas the 
Little, has scribbled something in sup- 
port in attack of the innovation. 
Anti-divorce clubs have been formed; 
s0 have pro-divorce clubs; and I have 
by me an invitation to the sessions of a 
Divorce League, where Louise Michel, Paule 
Minke, and Hubertine Auclerc aired their senti- 
ments on woman’s rights and the scandalous 
anomaly of taxing females who were not al- 
lowed to vote at the polls. The excitement 
was intense throughout the length and breadth 
of Gaul, at least so the newspapers pretended, 
although I never witnessed any popular mani- 
festations therevf, and the deputy of Vaucluse 
was aiternately devoted to the infernal divin- 
ities and raised to the rank of a demi-god. 
But he stuck to his colors. ‘‘{ do not assert 
that divorce is better than conjugal unity,’’ 
was his reply to the detractors; ‘‘ 1 merely 
maintain that divorce is less conducive to im- 
morality than the actual law which, authorizing 
separations a@ nuensa a thoroa, leaves the par- 
ties concerned in a false position with respect 
to themselves and with respect to society. M. 
Naquet’s reasoning was just; his measure was 
laid upon thetable, after a very brief debate, 
last year, but nothing daunted he returned to 
the charge, and the bill was passed at the 
Palais Bourbon by a one-half vote of the 
House at its first and by a two-thirds vote at 
its second reading, the Government declining 
to take ground either for or against its provi- 
sions. ‘Lhere isa still a shade of doubt con- 
cerning its fate atthe Luxemburg, but itis only 
a sbade, as the Conscript Fathers must be 
influenced by the very strong manifesta- 
tion of their colleagues’ opinions, and are, 
moreover, not disposed to show themselves 
too recalcitrant ata moment when, if they 
kick ineonsiderately against the ‘national 
will,” they risk their own existence as an in- 
stitution, which the advanced Republicans 
have already qualified as a ‘*trammei to the 
march of progress,’? as a collection of fossils 
fit at best to be stowed away in the lumber- 
room of some national museum along with 
crowns, thrones, sceptres, and ‘‘ sich,” relies of 
defunct monarchy. It may then be taken for 
granted that the re-establishment of divorce 
will become a law, as soon as the bill by which 
it is sanctioned can be presented to the Senate, 
notwithstanding the wails about sacrilege 
uttered by the Catholics, to whom the 
Nayuetians reply, very justly: Why do 

ou howl so? Divorce is not made 
obligatory on the nation; if it please 
you to live like cats and dogs for the sake of 
appearances, or to merely separate judicially 
and live in adulterous intercourse, the man 
with his mistress, the woman with her lover, 

.as, per parenthése, is the case with 999 out of 
every 1,000 ‘tseparated’’ households, because 
the Church decides that, except by herself and 
in 14 specified categories, marriage is indissol- 
uble, by all means do so, but for pity’s sake 
do let your neighbors arrange their own 
affairs to suit themselves. Meanwhile, 
and even among those godly ones who moan 
about ungodliness and the abomination of 
desolation of abandonea firesides, a 
quite large proportion are awaiting anxiously 
and hopefully for the bit | result which they 
affect to deplore. Possibly few of them will 
#0 before the Mayor a second time, unless they 
can square the Curia, and get their first e. 
tial knot untied, on one of the aforesaid 14 
considerations, but be sure that multitudes of 
wives propose to profit by a law which will 
put them in a more independent position than 
they now occupy. As matters stand, all the 
advantages are on the husband's side; he may 
be ever so much in fault, may have beaten her, 
squandered her fortune, kept concubines in the 
conjugal domicile, he may be a card sharper, 


or even worse, he may sentenced to pay 
alimony to her. but unless ha has been sen-

tenced to the loss of his civic rights by some 
tribunal she, the injured’ party, hough 
the decree of judicial separation has. been 
prpnounced in her favor, can neither sell nor 

uy property, cannot appear in court, cannot 
prosecute for debts owed-to her, cannot open 
a shop nor go into business with her own 
money, cannot even sign a newspaper article 
without a written ‘permit from the person 
against whom she had appealed to the law for 
protection. Of course, great abuses must be 
expected, but the evil will cure itself, and M. 
Naquet’s statistics prove that. in those coun- 
tries where it is allowed—as, for instance, in 
Switzerland and Belgium—divorce is less fre- 
quent than is judicial separation in France. 
In the peasant class few applicants for freedom 
will be found, for Jacques Bonhomme is loath 
to restore Mme. Bonhomme’s dowry, which 
he will be obliged to do, and among the work- 
ing classes there has never been sufficient re- 
spect for matrimony to make it worth the 
artisan’s while to change his customary pro- 
cedure, which is to ** right smartly git,” when 
family jars beeome intolerable; but you may 
expect such arush from the bourgeoisie and 
from the so-called directing classes as will as- 
tonish the clericals and perhaps induce Rome 
to modify her legislation rather than lose too 
many members of her Church, I am sure that 
the Marquis and the Marquise de Verneuil 
will be postulants. The Marquise is a 
regular pilgrim to Lourdes accompanied 
by a youth of 20, whose religious edu- 
cation she superintends, as she does 
his sitz baths, believing cleanliness a sine qua 
non of godliness; the Marquis has a fondness 
for kitchen-maids, and she is 54, he 63 years of 
age. Then what can keep back the Count 
Anatole de la Mortu, whose own spouse en- 
couraged his amours with three young milli- 
ners, with whom tne husband and wife used to 
‘*banquet gayly,’’ while Madame wrote tender 
letters to a Captain of Artillery, also a married 
man, whom she termed, ‘ My big rat!” ‘* My 
own darling green rabbit!” ‘‘The idolized pig 
of my dreams!” all of which was shown up in 
court last Thursday, when this edifying couple 
came up to ask mutually for leave not to live 
together ? 

You cannot possibly have an idea of the 
revelations made every day before Dame 
Themis, where sons and daughters of Cru- 
saders, financial barons, and titled club men 
throng in such numbers that some one has 


‘suggested to M. Borel d’Hauterive to add a 


special chapter to his ‘‘ Annuaire de la’ No- 
blesse,”’ in which to record the judicial ante- 
cedents of his noble clients, The novels of M. 
Paul de Kock and M, Zola are milk and water 
in comparison with the cases brought before 
the bar of the Third Chamber, and, in the 
matter of high-pressure naturalism, amateurs 
of ‘human documents’ have only the em- 
barassment of choice. They are not always 
funny ‘‘human_ documents,” as were the 
suits of the Verneuil-Bormeau and the 
de la Mortu de la Bonardiére above men- 
tioned, for the atrocious is sometimes mingled 
with the grotesque. The Duchess de 8. died 
before her case was heard; if she had lived on 
only a month longer such a story must have 
been told as would have needed the pen of 
Alphonse Daudet or Belot to do it justice. 
Noble by birth, rich, accomplished, loved by 
all her surroundings, Gabrielle de S. was, un- 
fortunately, or in feature, and for 
that misfortune hated by her husband, an un- 
reformed rake, whom she, an orphan heiress, 
had married in defiance of her friends’ advice. 
She was buried a few days ago, a victim to 
‘“*an inexplicable nervous malady which has 
baffled all our scienee,’”’ said the certifi- 
eate of her medical attendants, but in 
reality assassinated by the Duke, not with 
a knife or a revolver, but silently and 
without violence. It was an abominable 
affair, which [ will tell as briefly as possible, 
I have said that she was plain. She was more 
than plain; she was ugly—positively ugly and 
hump-backed—and the poor thing needed only 
to have consulted her mirror to be convinced 
that her handsome suitor’s love was for her 
money-bags. But ugly women rarely think 
themselves repulsive, and she listened to the 
charmer and was more than glad to sign a con- 
tract by which their ‘joint property” —he had 
not nine cents in the world—was to revert to 
the “last survivor.’’ A fortnight after their 
wedding her martyrdom began, but not 
as other conjugal martyrdoms have 
done. Oh, no! The Duke knew a 
trick worth two of that. He lavished 
attentions on her—in public; he was affection- 
ate—before the servants; it was ‘‘ darling” 
and ‘* beloved,’’ and ‘my little cat’—when 
any one was present; but in private the scene 
changed, and only one old nurse was in the 
secret of that fading away at which the world 
marveled. Very ingenious was the Duke; he 
pretended to be jealous of that poor distorted 
specimen of humanity, and'‘so played the 
Othello, He did not shut her up in her cham- 
ber or use a bolster, but he had the. hinges of 
all the doors so carefully oiled that they could 
be opened without a creak, the domestics were 
trained to meve about noiselessly, snares 
were set in the vast gardens of their 
hotel in the Rue des .Varnnus, so 
that never the aa of the — spar- 
row was heard. © poor woman 
was forced to live in the midst of silence, and 
when they went together into society he 
scowled so fearfully at every one who ap- 

roached his wife to speak to her that little by 
Tittle people ceased to make the effort. And 
then after they had returned, and she had 
gone to bed, he would enter with list shoes on 
his feet, so as not to announce his coming, and 
would simulate a scene of jealousy. ‘That is 
to say, he would pace up and down like one in 
a fury who is about to burst into reproaches: 
words of anger would seem on the point of 
issuing from his mouth; then he would stop 
by the bedside and raise his hand in threat, but 
he never struck, he never spoke, and, resum- 
ing his walk, would go through the same scene 
over and over again until, overcome by 
fatigue and horror, the Duchess swooned.

THE TWO HORNS OF ENGLAND'S 
DILEMMA. 


MISTAKES OF THE GLADSTONE ADMINIS- 
TRATION—HOW THE IRISH PEASANTRY 
ARE DECEIVED ABOUT AMERICA—BE- 
FORE THE HOSTILITIES BEGAN IN 
EGYPT. 


Loxpon, July 5.—Between Egypt and 
Ireland, baited by Arabi Pasha, and obstruct- 
ed by Mr. Parnell, the English Government is 
having a busy and anxioustime. It is quite 
possible they are now realizing to the full the 
mistake of attempting to compromise with 
treason on the one hand and treachery on the 
other, ‘Better late than never” is a proverb 
that is not without its consolation. If the 
Prevention of Crime bill is to be as efficacious 
as Ministers claim it must be, then a great 
many outrages and murders must necessarily 
lie at the door of a Cabinet which at first re- 
jected coercive powers ready made to their 
hands, and afterward delayed the equipment 
of a fresh instrument of defense. ‘Lhe first 
duty of a Government is to govern. Mr. 
Gladstone has tried to delegate this office to 
others. The Kilmainham compact was, no 
doubt, promoted by great sentiments 
of benevolence. The Premier was led 
to believe thut Mr. Parnell and - his 


friends could, and would, control the 
spirit of murder which had been invoked in 
their name, There was a time possibly when 
they could have guaranteed, if not a cessation, 
at least a modification of the work of mutila- 
tion and slaughter which has blurred and 
blotted the historic pages of the Land League. 
When Mr, Gladstone sought this alliance it 
was too late. He had kept the controlling 
chiefs of the League too long under lock and 
key. Their persona! influence had waned. 
Other powers had been elected and come into 
action. A lower strata of Socialism had been 
tapped. Mr. Parnell’s own lite was threate ned 
and in danger. The recent prosecution against 
the Freihett exhibits this latter fact some- 
what grimly. The indictment contained a 
count charging the compositor Schwelm with 
inciting to murder Mr. Parnell and Mr, 
Michael Davitt. 

The extraordinary proceedings in the House 
of Commons this week have, however, enabled 
Mr. Parnell, Mr. Dillon, and others to reha- 
bilitate themselves in the estimation of their 
more violent associates. Mr. Gladstone's 
claim of urgency for the Prevention of Crime 
bill gave to the Irish members once more the 
opportunity of figuring before their country- 
men as political martyrs. For many days 
they had piled amendment upon amendment 
against various clauses of the bill with but one 
simple object, to obstruct and to delay the 

rogress of business. [t is wonderful that the 
Tous of Commons has been able to command 
its temper tosuch an extent as to pass on day 
after day and night atter night listening tothe 
reiteration of speeches and addresses, wading 
through repeated amendments, knowing they 
were held there from the transaction of grave 
and important matters of State merely 
to serve the obstructive purposes of a 
handful of Irish members standing between 
crime and its punishment. When one con- 
siders how many months and sessions have now 
been almost wholly devoted to Irish affairs, 
Mr. Gladstone should rather be credited with 
forbearance than with tyranny when he at 
last turns at bay and rends his tormentors, 
While it would seem that some of the Ameri- 
can journals cendemn in severe terms the ex- 
pulsion of the Irish members during the re- 
mainder of the protrocted might and day sit- 
ting, the general opinion throughout Mngland, 
Liberal or Conservative, indorses the action 
of the Ministry. If a complaining note is 
heard it is that drastic measures bave not been 
long ago dealt out to the Irish faction in Par- 
liament and out. It is quite possible that Mr. 
Gladstone has been more or less influenced in 
his gentle treatment of a great and bloody con- 
spiracy by a disposition to demonstrate, more 
particularly to’ Irish-Americans, the sincerity 
of the Government’s desire to consummate a 
generous and liberal! pacification of Ireland. 
=-The Premier, I have reason to know on the 
best information, believed that his record in 
the history of Irish affairs was sufficient to 
make his accession to office a guarantes to the 
Irish people that every reform which they 
could legitimately ask for would be granted to 
them. His intentions in this respect were so 
well known and so often insisted upon that he 
could not be got to believe that the Lrish would 
not put their trust in him and give him their 
hearty co-operation in his enterprises for their 
welfare. He has been fighting against facts 
and circumstances in this belief through all 
these weary months, and it has be eb the 
most terrible examples of crime, beth political 
and agrarian, to bring him to his present atti- 
tude. He has borne insult and threat. He has 
suffered/in health and in reputation. He has 
seen all his great efforts in the interest of Lre- 
land scoffed at and misinterpreted, to be com- 
pelled at last to trample upon the liberties of 
the House of Commons that he may arm him- 
self with sufficient power to take murder by 
the throat and put his foot upon treason that 
threatens the very existence of the British 
Empire. Among my reminiscences I have few 
more pathetic memories than the expression of 
Mr. Giadstone’s face in presence ef the hootings 
of a great London crowdafter his return from 
the funeral of his murdered friend, Lord Fred- 
erick Gavendish, and his look of sadness and 
care on Friday night facing the insults and 
sceffs of the Trish members in the House of 
Commons. It is a common thing to hear that 
he has brought all this trouble upon himself, 
that itis the outcome of his vanity and his 
strong and bitter party feeling against Lord 
Beaconsfield; but it cannot be denied that he 
has made great and personal sacrifices for 
Ireland, and that of all the statesmen on the 
roll of Parliament he is in our time the one 
man who has added to the statute-book acts of 
social and national amelioration in the inter- 
ests of the Irish people. It is a political ques- 
tion whether he has acted wisely, but his 
greatest enemy cannot overlook the work he 
has done. His position to-day recalls the 
incident of the wise old Pope who, being pes- 
tered by his Cardinals to introduce certain 
momentous reforms into the Church, declined 
the invitation, and, pointing to a crucifix, 
exclaimed: ‘* Behold the fate of reformers !’’ 

The exciting incidents in the House of Com- 
mons are, after all, only a repetition of scenes 
which took place last year and were fully de- 
seribed in these columns, The story ia be- 
coming stale. It is hardly worth repeating. 
The one remarkable feature of it, in the esti- 
mation of many thoughtful Radicals, is the 

ositicn which Mr. Joseph Cowen, the member 
or Newcastle, has taken throughout the strug- 
gle. He has not only fallen quite away from 
tno Liberal party, but he has taken his stand 
by the side of the extremest section below the 
gangway. In the eyesof many persons this 
gives to the Irish members their only vestige 
of respectability. Mr. Cowen is a man of un- 
blemisned honor and reputation, but he is the 
sworn foe of all coercive measures against 
Ireland; and his conduct in this respect is 
somewhat paradoxical, since ho is just 
as strongly in favor of repressing the Egyp- 
tian. r. Cowen is an imperialist in the 
broadest and widest sense of the term. He 
followed Lord Beaconsfield with systematic 
support right through his foreign policy, in 
spite of which no man would have been more 
certain to climb to office had he chosen to tem- 
porize a little with the Irish question. It is 
probable that he may have been embittered in 
his opposition to the Government by the occa- 
sional sneers of Sir William Harcourt and Mr. 
Gladstone’s undisguised dislike of him. When 
the historian, at some future day, sits down to 
tell the story of the present Parliament, he will 
have to make many interesting asides in con- 
nection with the work and ways of such men 
as Joseph Cowen, Henry Labouchere, and Lord 
Kandolph Caurchill. 

The suspension of the Irish members brought 
about Jast night adénoument similar to the 
end of the obstruction struggle in February, 
1881. Onthat occasion leave to bring in a 
Coercion bill was given by a majority of 164 
to 19, the 19 being Irish irreconcilables. Mr, 
Justin McCarthy, then as now, was the spokes- 
man at the close of the business, Beaten at 
every point, he announced to the House the 
resolution of himself and colleagues to with- 
draw from farther debates, and marched out 
of the House with hiscompanions. Last night 
he did more than this, and itis a pity he did, 
both for his own sake and that of his colleagues. 
But Mr. McCarthy and his friends pose at 
Westminster for their Lrish constituents. He 
flung a sneer at the House and uttered a cal- 
umny against it, spoiling what otherwise 
might have, in a small way, been regarded as 
a dignified exit. He accused the Government 
and the Commons of ‘‘a course of violence and 
subterfuge,” and declared that when sce 
in the absence of himself and fellow-obstruc- 
tives, the Crime bill ‘‘ will be devoid of moral 
force and will be no constitutional act of Par- 
liament.’’ Considering that the action of the 
Government in the 


is indorsed by 402 votes, this declaration be- 
comes as ridiculous as the charge of ‘* violence

and subterfuge.” The reader who is accus- 
tomed -to see the Parnellites written of as the 
Irish party in the Commons will do well to 
bear in mind that there are 103 members re- 
turned for Ireland, and that the obstruction- 
ists, Parnell, McCarthy and Company, accord- 
ing to the two test votes of February, 1881, 
and July, 1882, only number 19. They claim, 
however, not only to represent Ireland, but to 
he entitled to control the entire Parliament. 
I was informed last night, on high authority, 
that the Police have the names and ad- 
dresses of 1,500 Irishmen (claiming to be 
American citizens) who are engaged in 
Ireland upon treasonable work, and who will 
come under the operation of the alien clause 
of the Crime bill. So faras I can learn, the 
majority of these persons will be requested to 
leave the country. The leading ‘ operators’’ 
among them hope that this will create a 
rupture with the United States. ‘This ‘* pos- 
sibility”’ is the object which encourages much 
of the sustained action of large numbers of 
the Irish peasantry against the Government. 
They are promised a high time of sack and 
iliage when America flings in her lot with 
reland and goes to war with England. No 
stone is left unturned to prejudice the two 
countries against each other. Many ig- 
nerant English people are led to __be- 
lieve that the action of ‘‘ American 
citizens’ against England means more 
than the work of Irishmen who are residents 
on the other side of the Atlantic. It is a pity 
for their information that Puck is not as well 
known here as in the United States. The 
trouble is that in exciting times like the 
present the world is apt to forget that there 
are Irishmen and Irishmen. Thousands of 
good men and true in the sister isle, anxious 
for the permanent welfare of their country, 
appreciate the generous efforts of the Govern- 
ment to promote its happiness and prosperity. 
It is sad to think what a splendid opportunity 
Messrs. Parnell and Company have lost in not 
accepting the alliance of the Government in 
promoting and advancing those concessions 
to Irish feeling and opinion which have all 
the time been marching in the direction of a 
practical scheme of home rule. 


If naval and military preparations for war- 
like action are any criterion of Ministerial in- 
tentions, Mr. Gladstone has mado up his mind 
quite as firmly about Egypt as about Ireland, 
in respect of which the same remark holds 
good that a little wise action months ago 
might have saved a massacre at Alexandria 
with a great war to follow. In presence of 
the military movements now afoot, England 
is as usual treated with critical essays from 
foreign pens pointing out how little we are ca- 
pable of in this direetion. A German writer 
shows, on what appears to him to be the most 
conclusive data, that we ean only spare et the 
moment at the outside 50,000 troops to oper- 
ate in Egypt. It is the habit of these pessi- 
mists to wholly exclude the Indian Army, 
which would be legitimately used in defense 
of the Suez Canal, and also to ignore the elas- 
ticity of English power when pressed by ne- 
cessity. Itis said by those who know the sit- 
uation best that England was never in 
a better condition to fight than she 
is at this moment. A remarkable tribute 
to England’s new military system is paid by 
more than one French journal, which chron- 
icle, with a certain amount of surprise and ad- 
miration, the fact that an army corps of 30,000 
men of all arms is already ecuipped and in 
motion, capable within a very brief period of 
being landed at any point that may be selected 
tor operation. The German critic warns Eng- 
land that her force against Egypt must not be 
an extraordinary one, but must be prepared 
for a campaign. Possibly the military advisers 
of Mr. Gladstone have prepared him for this 
contingency. It is quite clear that the Gov- 
ernment is making a departure from the tac- 
tics which have too often characterized Eng- 
lish expeditions; the power of the enemy is 
not evidently this time to be underrated. ‘The 
preparations now going on are equal to a great 
strain. If a blow has to be struck, the force 
which is being accumulated will be able to hit 
hard and on a grand scale, 


Rumors fly thick and fast between foreign 
capitals, Complications involving more inter- 
ests than those of Egypt are openly discussed. 
There are not wanting in the possibilities of 
the time the elements of a [European confla- 
gration. The actions of Germany, Austria, 
and England are belisved to favor peace quite 
as much as the declarations of France, which 
oppose intervention. There is no truth, how- 
ever, in the statement that England has made 
any move without duly informing France 
of her action. Resolved to defend her in- 
terests in the Suez Canal and in Egypt, 
she invited the co-operation of her ally, 
and it is believed that when the time 
comes to strike the French and English flags 
will be found supporting that of Turkey. Be- 
tween this time and that many contingencies 
may arise. Nobody doubts that the English 
Government has expressed to the conference 
its readiness to undertake the duty of what- 
ever action may be deemed necessary in the 
Valley of the Nile. The opinion in well-in- 
formed London circles is that if the conference 
does not break up without coming to any de- 
cision the result will be either an Anglo-French 
or an Anglo-Franco-Turkish intervention. 
Correspondents and others who have lately 
interviewed Arabi Pasha convey the idea that 
the Egyptian chief anticipates an Anglo- 
French attack, for which he is making ener- 
getic preparations. With regard to the canal, 
Arabi claims that he and his friends can block 
it in half a day, and that its destruction 
will be a feature in their defense 
of Egypt. The forts at Alexandria have been 
greatly strengthened, they are mounted with 
powerful guns, some of which, it is said, are 
quite capable of sending bullets through the 
Invincible. Vefensive operations are being 
conducted with skill and system. Reserves 
are coming up from various points, and the 
troops in and about Alexandria have been in- 
creased by 11,000 men. Hordes of Bedouin 
Arabs are closing up around Alexandria; 
many ef them have been seen hovering upon 
the banks of the canal. The Golas, of St. Pe- 
tersburg, calculates that Arabi Pasha will 
havean army of not less than 60,000 men, 
composed as follows: 18,000 regulars, 15,000 
reserves, well armed, and 30,000 irregulars, 
The Egyptian troops, says the Golos, in the 
Turkish Army during the last Russo-Turkish 
war were not of much use against trained 
Europeans; but in the present case they 
would be assisted by the enthusiasm of the 
national feeling and the various natural 
advantages, as well as by the consciousness 
that the English troops against them had al- 
ready been twice routed by the Boers in the 
Transvaal. According to this samejaurnal, 
England without mobilization can dispose of 
at most only 28,000 men for foreign service, 
including marine forces and artillery, a calcu- 
lation which is somewhat out of gear with the 
fact that 30,000 troops are now ready for ac- 
tion with very little disturbance of other ex- 
isting resources. In the meantime the latest 
rumors and reports from Constantinople lead 
the Parisians to believe that the ambassadorial 
decision will be in favor ofa Turkish interven- 
tion in Egyptunder the authority of tne powers, 
This, it is understood in English diplomatic 
circles, would be satisfactory to Mr.Gladstene, 
though the Ministerial view is that the ques- 
tidn of the Suez Canal stands altogether apart 
from the immediate troubles which are afflict- 
ing Egypt. The evident disposition on the 
part of the active section of French politicians 
to discount the English alliance continues. M. 
de Lesseps and M. John Lemoinne are sup- 
ported by a large Parisian public in deprecat- 
ing English intervention in Egypt. The Paris 
correspondent of the standard goes so far as 
to say that if the French Government had not 
its hands tied by other international and mili- 
tary considerations it would strain every 
nerve to.prevent an English occupation, either 
single-handed or jointly with Turkey. The 
French intervention, should it take place, will 
be due not in the smallest degree to a de- 
sire of co-operating with us, but to give 
satisfaction to that feeling to which M. de Les- 
seps gave expression at Dover. At the same 
time M. John Lemoinne again repeats in the 
Débats his opinion that common action be- 
tween the two countries at the outset of the 
difficulties would have prevented present com- 
plications; but he contends that such joint 
action was frustrated by the insufmountable 
jealousy entertained by England. The Rus- 
sian organ, the Nord, of Brussels, says that, 
however important the Suez Canal may be to 
England, itis a distinctly European interest, 
and its confiscation under any form whatso- 
ever by Great Britain is therefere inadmissi- 
ble, The Nord does not for a moment be- 
lieve that the English Premier contem- 
plates the establishment of the British 
monopoly over a means of communi- 
eation essentially international, aithough 
the writer thinks that Great Hritain is 
within her right in refusing to associate her- 
self in the neutralization of the canal. The 
sndden activity in the French naval service 
which has characterized the last 48 hours looks 
like something more serious than a mere dem- 
onstration against Egypt. Jealousy of the 
warlike preparations has something to do with 
the decree in yesterday’s Journal Cfficiel, 
which announces that 10 men-ot-war have 
been commissioned for active service. Says a 
Paris correspondent, telegraphing this in- 
formation to London: ‘ As ail these vessels are 
in the first class of the steam reserve, as soon 
as they are mauneéd France wil! hava afioat in 


ouse of 421 members | European waters a more formidable arma- 


ment than that which Villeneuve commanded 
and Nelson destroved at Trafalgar.”

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


THE RACQUET CLUB ROW. 
JUSTICK SMITH INVESTIGATING THE CHARGES 
AGAINST THE POLICE. 

The examination in the complaints made by 
Messrs. José Aymar and Thomas C. Bach, members 
of the Racquet Club, against Patrojmen Ringler, 
Lebne, Phelps, and Wecks, charging them with as- 


sault and battery and illegal arrest, was begun yes-’ 


terday before Justice Smith, in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court. There were present Messrs. Ay- 
mar and Bach, the complainants, who were accom- 
panied by their counsel, Mr. Sutherland Tenney, 
and Messrs. William ©. Stuart and Willlam Blois 
and Dr. Valentine Mott. Corporation Counsel 


Whitney and one of his assistants, Mr. Arthur H. 
Masten, appeared forthe accused officers. Mr. Wen- 
dell Goodwin, a merchant, residing at No, 55 West 
Twenty-sixth-street,: testified as fellows: ‘I 
know Mr. Aymar and I saw him brought from his 
room under arrest on the nightof June 8. Some 
officers had him under arrest. The man on his left 
had hold of him; the man on his right had just let 
go of him as they came throngh the door. | saw 
one man strike with his club but did not see the 
blow actually strike Mr. Aymar. I saw Aymar 
flinch and heard him-ecry outatthe time. It was 
one of the policemen who had Aymarin custody 
— struck at him. Icould not give his deserip- 
on.”’ 

Mr. Whitney cross-examined the witness and the 
latter said he could not swear positively to the 
identity of the policeman who struck at Aymar. 
At the time of the elubbing Mr. Aymar was coming 
out of the room being pushed from behind. The 
witness was in front and about two feet from him. 
Mr. Aymar was expostulating and leaning back, 
and asked to be allowed to put on his clothes. He 
was not struggling. The blow was struck from 
behind. The witness saw the full figure of the 
man who struck Aymar and the arm belonging to 
it with a club in the hand. ‘ 

When this point was reached Mr. Jerome, the 
clerk who was taking down the testimony, stopped 
the witness and repeated the latter part of the tes- 
timony. He repeated: ‘The blow was struck 
from behind,” and asked, ‘‘ Is that correct?’ The 
Corporation Counsel thereupon became indignant. 
and, leaning over toward Mr. Jerome, proude 
him twice in the ribs with his umbrella and said, 
sharply, ‘I’m asking these questions, not you.” 
Mr, Jerome replied: *‘lam merely endeavoring to 
get the testimony correct. I am taking it in long- 
hand, and as the witness talks rapidly I had to stop 
him to get the testimony right."” “ Oh !”’ observed 
Mr. Whitney, ‘‘ we won't have any more of your 
‘long-hand’ notes. We must have stenographer’s 
notes. Where’s the stenographer?’ ‘I am Clerk 
of this court,” said Mr. Jerome, *‘ and am acting 
under the instructions of Justice Smith. The wit- 
ness wants to leave town, and it is necessary that 
he should sign it before he goes away.” 

This ended the controversy, and the cross-exami- 
nation was resumed. Mr. Goodwin testified that 
the blow aimed at Aymar was directed somewhere 
about the left shoulder. 

Redirect by Mr. Tenney—When yon said on 
your direct examination that you did not seo the 
club actually strike Mr. Aymar, did you mean that 
you did not see the impact of the blow ? 

Mr. Goodwin—That is what I meant. 

Mr. Whitney—All you have tried to bring out is 
the impact. Hadn’t you better try to prove some 
injury ? 

Mr. Tenney—We will show that not only was a 
blow struck, but that it was struck with such force 
that the skin was broken and blood drawn, Do 
you think that it’s your duty to come here and de- 
fend such men? 

Mr. Whitney—Onh ! that’s some more of your bun- 
combe. You had better get that down, too. 

Mr. Tenney then continued the examination of 
the witness, and he testified that he saw the cinb 
raised and brought down. Mr. Aymar did not 
strike any one that he saw. In answer to ques- 
tions by Mr. Whitney, Mr. Goodwin said that 
Aymar cried out ‘‘Oh! don’t,” or something to 
that effect, indicating that he had been hurt. It 
was a cry of pain. He thought that Mr Aymar 
was struck by one of the offieers beside him, and 
the hlow seemed to come from behind. He was 
struck in the hall-way after he came out of the 
room. 

The examination was then, at the request of Mr. 
Whitney, adjourned until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. 
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KENNEDY, HUTCHINSON & CO. 
CHARLES A. HOTCHKISS SUES FORMER MEM- 
BERS OF THE FIRM FOR $115,398. 

A suit has been begun in the Superior Court 


by Charles A. Hotchkiss agalnst George H. Kenne- 
dy and William J. Hutchinson, who formerly com- 
posed the firm of bankers and brokers yet known 
as Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co. Mr, Hotchkiss 


seeks damages to the amount of $115,393 42 on the 
ground that he was caused to lose that sum by 
acting upon false representations made to him by 
the defendant Hutchinson, which induced him to 
invest money throngh the defendants’ firm. He 
also asks the court to compel the defendants to ac- 
count to him in detail for all the money he put 
into their hands for speculative purposes between 
July 1, 1880, and Jan. 1, 1882, This money is, he 
says, about $6,000,000 in the aggregate, and he 
charges that the accounts which were rendered 
to him from time to time were fictitious and fraud- 
ulent, 

Respecting the foundation of his claim for dam- 
aces, Mr. Hotchkiss says in his complaint that 
about Deo. 27, 1881, Willam J. Hutchinson told him 
that Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co, had formed a 
combination with other firms for the purcbase of 
preferred stock of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad Company; that he (Hutchiuson) was to 
have the sole management of the business of the 
syndicate or ‘‘ combination,’ and that.the results 
of the speculation were certain to be profitable. 
Acting under the influence and advice of Hutchin- 
son, Mr. Hotchkiss alleges, he gave an order to 
Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co. for the purchase of 
8,600 shares of Hannibal and St, Joseph stock, 
Hutchinson soon afterward told him he had ful- 
filled this order, and that the stock had cost $406,- 
400, which sum he (Hotchkiss) paid. He asserts 
that the statements made to him were untrue; that 
there never was such a combination of firms head- 
ed by Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., as he had 
been lea to believe existed, and that the 
shares of stock which Kennedy, Hutchinson & 
Co, represented that they had purchased for 
him were not so purehased, but were tho 
property, either im whole or in part, of the 
defendants, who put them upon him with a fraud- 
ulent intention. After learning all the ciroum- 
stances of the alleged fraud he chose to disavow 
the order for the purchase of the stock, and on 
May 24, 1882, he requested the defendants to take 
back the stock and pay him $403,343 42, whieh he 
claimed was the sum due him after he had added 
interest to the sum he had paid for the stock and 
had deducted from this aggregate the amount 
of some dividends he had received upon the 
stock. The defendasts would not take back 
the stock. The $115,393 42 damages olaimed by Mr. 
Hotchkiss represent the difference between the 


sum paid by him and the market value of the 
stock atthe commencement of the suit. In sup- 
port of his demand for an accounting of his trans- 
actions generally with Kennedy, Hutchinson & 
Co. Mr. Hotchkiss asserts that the accounts ren- 
dered to him were defective; and he charges that 
his brokers not only foisted upon him stock of 
which they wished to get rid, or took from his ae- 
count valuable stock that they wished for their 
own use, but also made to him false reports of the 
prices paid or received by them for stock on his 
aceount, 

In Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, Judge 
Truax made an order directing Mr. Hotchkiss to 
file a bond of $250 as security for costs. The mo- 
tion to compel him to do this was made on behalf 
of the defendant George H. Kennedy, and was 


based on the ground that Mr. Hotchkiss Is a resi- 
dent of Connecticut. 
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KILLED BY HIS OWN HAND. 
THE SUICIDE OF A YOUNG VENEZUELAN— 


NO APPARENT CAUSE FOR THE DEED, 


Delicio Coll Otero, a native of Caracas, 
Venezuela, was found dead on the floor of his bed- 
room at Mrs. Watson’s boarding house, No. 25 
Univeraity-place, yesterday, having shot himself in 
the head with a pistol. He was 24 years old and 
the son of a Venezuelan official who died when he 
wasacnhild. His brothers Ignacio and Augustin 
are Government clerks in Venezuela. His brother 
Pedro Coll Otero is a printer at Caracas, and 
Delicio was enfployed by him until the begianing 
of May, when he was sent to America to study a 
type-printing machine. A friend engaged him to 
study a machine for making envelopes. Otero 
boarded at Mrs. Watson's beeause his three 
cousins, members of the Parde family, were there. 
Last week he was greatly excited over the 
receipt of two letters from Venezuela. He told 
Carlos Pardo that his brother had erdered him to 
return on the Valencia, which leaves New-York on 
the 28th inst., while his friend desired him to re- 
main until he had mastered the details of the en- 
velope-making machine. Otero admitted that he 
had not made as much progress as he should have 
done, that he was unequal tothe tasks, and that 
he was miserable over what he considered the fail- 
ure of his first business venture. His cousins 
cheered him, and on Sunday he was good humored 
and radiant. He said that all the trouble was 
over, but that while excited over the letters 
he had coneeived the idea of making away 
with himself. At 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the Pardos awoke Otero and invited 
him to go and meet the Servia on board 
of which were triends, Otero asked to be allowed 
to sleep, pleading that last week he had suffered 
from insomnia. At 110’clock Mrs. Watson’s house- 
keeper going over the house withthe servants 
opened the door of Otero’s room, and found him 
lying dressed in his underclothes on the floor with 
his head in a pool of blood. He had evidently died 
instantly. He was a handsome young man of 
quiet manners. His cousins did not know that he 
had ever had a love affair, but a young lady in the 
house said that he acted like a man who had 
been disappointed in love. He left a rambling let- 
ter in Spanish, dated July 17, in which he said that 
his conduct had been so miserable aad vile that he 
did not deserve sympathy, and that the last act of 
his life emphasized such conduct.

The time for compromise between Stal- 
‘varts and Independents in Pennsylvania is 
ever. The answer of the Stalwart Execu- 
tive Committee has not yet been formally 
agreed on, but there can be no doubt about 
itsitenor. Toaccept the Independent pro- 
posais of the resignation of both sets of 
candidates and the calling of a new conven- 
tion would be to acknowledge defeat in ad- 
vance. The question must be decided 
through the ballot-box whether a majority 
of the Republicans of Pennsylvania are con- 
tent to have the party ruled by the Cam- 
ERONS, and in comparison with this the 
other question as to who shall be elect- 
ed Governor of the State - will be 
generally regarded as of minor im- 
portance. The criticisms of Chairman 
Cooper on the ‘‘arbitrary’’ and ‘‘dictatorial”’ 
character of the Independent proposals 
form a curious testimony to the strength 
of the anti-Cameron arguments, since their 
enemies are compelled to borrow their 
phraseology to answer them. 

To ordinary apprehension it would seem 
as if the ‘‘ manufacturing”’ of public opinion 
by getting up bogus petitions, procuring 
the insertion of articles in newspapers, and 
the like, was one of the methods of the star 
route gang about whose place as evidence 
against them there could be little dispute. 
The Government has undertaken to prove 
wisely or not can only be determined 
by events—that the men now on trial were 
engaged in a conspiracy which had for its 
object the obtaining of public money on 
false pretenses. All evidence tending to

Secretary Fotcer has asked for the res- 
ignation of Mr. Tower, Supervising In- 
spector of Steam Vessels for the District of 
New-York. This may result in a great 
public loss, Mr. Tower will be recalled to 
the memory of our readers as the gifted in- 
spector who did not inspect because he had 
‘so many letters to write.’’ When this 
eminent inspector was finally induced to 
get out of his chair and inspect, he sent to 
Washington what might be called a bur- 
lesque report of his. inspection, making an 
elaborate joke of the impertinent sug- 
gestion that he should discharge the 
duties of his office. It is now alleged 
that .the Supervising Inspector, instead of 
circulating the recently issued instructions 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, has in- 
formed his deputies that they should pay 
no attention to the Secretary’s circular, In 
Washington this is stigmatized as an act of 
insubordination, and Mr. Tower has been 
requested to hand in his resignation, It 
does not seem possible that the United 
States Government can be properly admin- 
istered without this ornament to the service. 
But possibly the Secretary proposes to dis- 
pense with a purely ornamental Supervising 
Inspector. 


Mr. Jonn Bricat yesterday explained in 
brief the reason of his resignation from the 
Ministry. It was, as was already known, 
his inability to concur in the Government’s 
Egyptian policy, the proceedings under 
which he regarded as a violation of the moral 
law and of international law. This expla- 
nation will be received throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world with profound respect. 
The entire sincerity of Mr. Briert, the 
purity of his motives, the determined con- 
sistency and courage with which he has 
maintained for a period longer than the 
average life-time of a generation the princi- 
ples to which he makes this final sacrifice 
will be universally conceded. But it is a 
curious comment on the forces which gov- 
ern the foreign policy of England, even in 
Mr. GuLapsTonge’s hands, that the col- 
league on whose sympathy the Premier 
has most closely depended, and who 
has brought to the support of the Min- 
istry a moral strength second only to that of 
Mr. GLApsToneE himself, should be com- 
pelled to retire the moment that distinct ac- 
tion became necessary. Mr. GLADSTONE 
eulogized Mr. Brieut in the House yester- 
day, remarking that he agreed with his prin- 
ciples, but not with the application of them. 
Most observers will think that the applica- 
tion made by Mr. Brieut is the more con- 
sistent. 


BLACKGUARDISM IN CONGRESS. 
The scene which took place in the House 
of Representatives yesterday, and which 
was but a repetition of those which have 
taken place previously, was disgraceful to 
the gentlemen who took part in it, to the 
Speaker who allowed it to go on unrebuked, 
and to the House, which not only witnessed 
it, but applauded the worst features of it. 
Mr. Hewirr will probably excuse his 
conduct on the ground that he was 
attacking a man who is_ responsible 
for gross mismanagement, tinged with 
corruption, in the department of which he 
was so long the chief. But the stronger the 
case Mr. Hewitt had against the ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the less the justification 
for violent and unparliamentary language. 
As to the particular point on which he pro- 
voked the wordy altercation—that Mr. 
Roseson had printed in the Record refer- 
ences to his personal character which had 
not been made on the floor of the House—it 
was a sufficient ground for a temperate re- 
quest that such references be stricken out, if 
it had not come from a member who had 
himself indulged in the abuse which he 
condemned when committed by another. 
Mr. Rogeson, on the other hand, might 
have been pardoned for meeting the charge 
against him by bringing a like one against 
his assailant. Such a defense, though not 
worthy of an honorable gentleman conscious 
of good intent, and though to all reasonable 
minds extremely weak and silly, would have 
been quite up to the level of even parlia- 
mentary dignity in the matter of ‘‘ personal 
explanations.’”” But when one of these 
members borrowed from the proceedings of 
a previous session of the House language of 
the most abusive and disorderly character, 
for which the author should have been 
promptly censured or more severely pun- 
ished, and when the second replied by gross 
and brutal insult, not sustained by the most 
remote connection with public affairs, both 
gentlemen were guilty of the greatest con- 
tempt for the House and of the people whom 
they represent. If the affair had no sig- 
nificance except as an exhibition of 
bad manners and a low standard of 
personal conduct on the part of the mem- 
bers who took part in it, it could be readily 
overlooked. The decent portion of the peo- 
ple of New-York and New-Jersey might re- 
gret that Messrs. Hewirr and Rozrson 
had indulged in language and demeanor 
worthy of the bar-room or the race-track, 
and might content themselves with making 
a mental memorandum of the fact for use on 
the next election day, and beyond that 
the incident would have little impor- 
tance. But the unseemly exhibition dis- 
graces not only the immediate participants 
in it, but the House of which they are mem- 
bers. The general rule of parliamentary 
bodies which forbids imputation on the 
character of members, or any but the most 
guarded and formally respectful allusions 
thereto, has its reason in the nature of legis- 
lative duties. It would be quite impossible 
to perform these efficiently if members were 
to be allowed to bandy epithets with each 
other whenever their . passions were 
aroused by dispute. Every member, 
moreover, is held free from all ac- 
countability for words spoken in de- 
bate, and it is the business of a legislative 
body, therefore, to see that debate sball not 
lead to those injurious personal remarks for 
which every man feels instinctively that he 
must call the author to account in some 
way. Again. it is the duty of the legisla- 


ture to impose upon every member con- 
formity with that standard of dignity that is 
proper to the body asa whole, and which 
must be observed if the public respect for 
it is to be maintained. Violent accusa- 
tions, scurrility, insulting insinuations 
and epithets, such as Messrs, Hewitt and 
Roperson flung at each other yesterday, 
and such as have been frequently indulged 
in in the House during this session, have 
an importance for the country quite apart 
from the light they throw on the coarse tem- 
per or vulgar mental habits of their authors, 
They tend to bring the House into disrepute 
and‘ to weaken the authority of its action, 
which gets to be regarded not as the result 
of moderate and candid discussion, but as 
the outcome of low personal quarrels. 
Mr. Hewirr ought to see that 
he greatly weakens a good cause 
when he descends to the language 
of angry abuse, whether ‘original with him- 
self or borrowed from a more obscure mem- 
ber, and Mr. Ropgson undoubtedly knows 
that it is only a bad case that must be de- 
fended by such spiteful, insulting, and silly 
sarcasm as he has only too frequently been 
driven to employ. Itis deplorable that mem- 
bers of the prominence of these two should 
be guilty of such scandalous misconduct, 
but it is much more unfortunate that 
the Speaker should not have silenced 
them, and that the members on both 
sides should have gathered about them 
and encouraged them with the avidity of a 
street crowd whom chance had favored 
with an unexpected dog-fight. If the mem- 
bers of the House imagine that they can 
dismiss these constantly recurring offenses 
against decency without attempting to re- 
buke or prevent them, and still retain the 
respect which the country would like to feel 
for its Representatives, they are grievously 
mistaken, and if they persist in their mis- 
take, the least that their constituents can do 
is to remand them to private life to reflect 
upon their error. 





BRADY’S WAY OF PAYING DEBTS. 


There have been many mysterious hap- 
penings in connection with ths star route 
cases, but one of the most mysterious is to 
be found in the action of the Grand Jury 
last week. The main purpose of calling it 
together was to lay before it the testimony 
of Mr. Jonn A. Wasnt in connection with 
route No. 40,101, from Santa Fé to Prescott. 
The object was to include Senator Ket- 
Loaa@, of Louisiana, with Gen. Brapy 
and Mr. J. B. Prices, in a charge of 
conspiracy to defraud the Government. 
After hearing the testimony the Grand Jury 
appeared in court and aanounced that no 
presentment had been found. As the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Jury room are secret, 
this was presumed to be an end of the mat- 
ter, but Mr. Wausm has seen fit to make 
public the information in his posses- 
sion, which is substantially the _ testi- 
mony he gave in Washington. His state- 
ment is peculiarly interesting, as it affords 
more direct evidence than we have hereto- 
fore had regarding Gen. Brapy’s corrupt 
exactions from star route contractors. The 
chief points are reviewed here with the dis- 
tinct reservation that they are taken as Mr. 
Wa.su’s statements of fact and dependent 
upon his credibility as a witness. 

Mr. Was was a banker in Washington, 
who was accustomed in the regular course 
of business to discount drafts upon the Post 
Office Department, made by mail contract- 
ors in anticipation of payments for their 
services to the Government. He also made 
loans of money as part of his regular 
business. *One of his customers was 
Grorck L. McDonavuan, and, to secure 
a loan made to him, Wausn took the 
Santa Fé and Prescott route as a 
sub-contractor. While engaged in this 
new business he made loans to Gen, Brapy, 
as he alleges, amounting to $36,000, be the 
same more or less, Among the drafts which 
he discounted were certain ones on account 
of route No. 81,148, amounting to $15,000, 
one-half of which sum was placed to the 
credit of Senator KeLLoGce and one-half to 
that of Gen. Brapy. It would be interest- 
ing to know what was the consideration for 
these and other payments which seem to 
have been the cause of much anxiety to 
Prick and Ke.uioae, but the Grand Jury 
was somehow induced to shut the door 
against investigation into these matters. But 
the most curious episode of ali is the ex- 
planation of Brapy’s method of discharg- 
ing his debt to Mr. Wausa for money 
loaned. 


Mr. Watsn appears to have been singu- 
larly unfitted for the business of a star route 
contractor under Brapy’s administration of 


the Contract Bureau. He did not fall read- 
ily into the ways that were necessary to suc- 
cess. One of his first surprises was a de- 
mand for $8,000 as his share of a fund sub- 
scribed by contractors to carry the appro- 
priations through Congress. Now, he had 
made no subscription to such a fund, could 
not see how it was necessary or proper, and 
had no evidence that it was disbursed for 
the alleged purpose, but he was assessed 
$8,000, nevertheless, probably as a ‘‘ volun- 
tary contribution.’’ He refused to pay it, and 
service on his route, which had been in- 
creased and expedited so as to raise the com- 
pensation from $74,500 to $185,795, was 
shortly after cut down, reducing the pay 
again by $40,000. Now comes Gen. Brapy’s 
explanation of how his debt to Wausa had 


‘been liquidated. He said that the latter’s 


route had been ‘‘expedited,’’ and he must 
be dull of comprehension if he supposed 
such things were done for fun. The rule in 
case of all the contractors was the payment 
of 20 per cent, of the increased compensation 
for such expedition. As on WaALsn’s route 
this amounted to $60,000 a year, 20 per cent. 
would be $12,000, which for the three years 
of the contract term amounted to $36,000. 
Therefore, reasoned Brapy, that little debt 
for money loaned was squared. Moreover, 
that $8,000 for the appropriation fund had 
never been paid. The money had been ex- 
pended, and WaLsH, as a contractor, had 
shared in the benefit. As to the petitions 
asking for expedition, they were only 
intended to enable Brapy to act with- 
in the law, and the thick-headed con- 
tractor was reminded that those which 
asked for a restoration of trips on his route 
had produced no effect. Then there was 
another little thing. There had been a re- 
mission of fines in his case amounting to 
$6,000, and the Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General was accustomed to take one-half 


in such cases, When the contractor in- 
sisted that he had taken the route in good 
faith and intended only to comply with the 
law and perform the service to the best of 
his ability, he was informed that he evi- 
dently did not understand the business and 
had better get out of it. He was only anx- 
ious to get out on terms that would save him 
from loss, but Brapy’s interposition pre- 
vented even this, 

All this happened under the Hayes Ad- 
-ministration, when Brapy was having things 
his own way, and had a ‘‘corner’”’ on the 
Grand Jury, as he expressed it, which “‘ cor- 
ner’’ does not seem to be wholly broken yet. 
Under the new Administration things began 
to get troublesome. WaAtsH’s contract was 
annulled by Brapy, and Kertioca and 
Price were anxious to get a statement that 
would make it appear that the former had no 
share in the discount of postal drafts. They 
did not succeed, but neither did Wats 
succeed in collecting his debt against 
Brapy. This story of Mr, WatsH may 
safely be characterized as ‘interesting if 
true.”’ It is more than interesting, it is im- 
portant as furnishing specific evidence that 
Mr. Brapy exacted a percentage for himself 
of the increased compensation for expedi- 
tion and of the fines remitted. Herein, it 
will be noted, it confirms the alleged con- 
fession of Rerpety. It certainly ought to 
be within the power of the Government to 
get more evidence on this important point. 


MRS. LINCOLN. 


By the death of Mary Topp Lrncotyn, 
the widow of ABRAHAM LINCOLN, the good 
President, there is removed from the stage 
of life a figure always invested with a cer- 
tain historic and tragic interest. It may 
be said of Mrs. Lincoun that, although she 
was not a woman of exquisite refinement, 
nor of a high degree of intellectual develop- 
ment, she was a devoted, loyal, and affec- 
tionate wife; that she believed in her hus- 
band as a man of wonderful promise, and 
that she instinctively recognized in him the 
possession of qualities that remained hidden 
to his fellow-countrymen long after his con- 
sort had prophesied great things of him. 
It was Mrs. Lrxcouin’s hard fate that she 
was translated, while in the maturity of life, 
to a sphere for which she was not wholly 
fitted, and that she was the mistress of the 
White House during a period when, betwixt 
passionate and suspicious loyalty on the one 
side and slanderous treason on the other, 
any woman who occupied this semi-public 
position was sure of misrepresentation. 


Mrs. Lincoun was of Southern parentage, 
her father, Ropert 8. Topp, of Lexington, 
Ky., being a prominent politician, and other 
members of the family being identified with 
Southern interests before and after the break- 
ing outof the rebellion. It was not thought 
by Miss Topp’s friends that she had made 
what is called ‘‘a brilliant match’’ when she 
married ABRAHAM LINCOLN, in 1842. The 
future President of the United States was at 
that time 32 years of age. He used to refer 
to himself, as then developed, as ‘‘ mere- 
ly a prairie lawyer.’’ He was beginning 
to be known and liked as a mirthful and at- 
tractive Whig stump-speaker, and not long 
after his marriage he began to think that he 
might be elected to Congress. It is certain, 
if Lrncoin’s own account of himself is to be 
received, that his wife cherished for him am- 
bitions and hopes that were far beyond the 
wildest reach of his own somewhat 
sluggish imagination. As all fortunate 
married life must needs be charac- 
terized by mutual forbearance, conces- 
sions, and compromise, it is quite likely 
that the husband and the wife in this case 
were often obliged to exercise the grace of 
patience with each other. LrNcoun, al- 
though methodical and exact in many 
things, was inexact and forgetful in many 
of the minor matters that are of great mo- 
ment to housewives. It has been said of 
SooratTes that we might better understand 
his domestic relations if we stopped to con- 
sider that while he was talking wisdom and 
philosophy to delighted listeners in the mar- 
ket-place, his wife was waiting for him to 
come home bringing provision for the emp- 
ty larder. Lixcoin was loyal, affectionate, 
devoted, but he often lamented to his inti- 
mate friends that he was not what New- 
England people call ‘‘ a good provider.’’ 

When children came to ABRAHAM and 
Mary Lincoun, the husband and wife 
adopted the old-fashioned custom of calling 
each other ‘‘father’’ and ‘‘ mother.’”?’ And 
up to the fatal hour of Lrncotm’s death 
they never used any other form of address 
in the family. At the time of LincoLn’s 
entrance into the White House, Ropert was 
about 18 years of age; WILLIE, the next 
younger, was 10 years old, and Tnomas, 
better known as ‘‘Tap,”’ was 8 WILLIE 
died in February, 1862, and his death was a 
great calamity.to his parents. ‘‘Tap’’ 
outlived his father, dying in July, 1871, 
leaving his grief-worn mother bereft in- 
deed; for by this time the lad had nearly 
arrived at man’s estate, and, steadied and 
sobered by severe discipline, he had become 
a solace and a staff to his mother. But the 
brief stay of the Lincotn family in the 
White House could not have been a happy 
one. Clouded as it was by personal grief 
and calamitously closed by a tragedy that 
was national as well as domestic, there 
were constant rumors of plots and con- 
spiracies to disturb the tranquillity of the 
family. The shadow of war lay over all 
the land, and President and wife were 
never for an hour beyond the reach of 
sorrowings for the wounded, lamenta- 
tions for the dead. In an atmosphere 
like that which then enveloped the White 
House, nothing but the strongest conjugal 
affection could have maintained even a 
shadow of domestic happiness. But it isa 
matter of record that LInco4n, in «his 
own homely phrase, constantly referred to 
his home and family, to his wife and boys, 
and to his daily domestic concerns, with 
real enjoyment, and with the unaffected 
simplicity of a villager who had never 
dreamed of political power and greatness. 
At that time, Washington was full of men 
and women who sympathized with and 
aided and abetted treason. And there were 
gossips among these who hated ‘‘the 
new people’ inthe White House, who told 
abominable stories of ‘‘that Ape,’ as 
LINCOLN was called, and who invented all 
manner of silly slanders about his wife. 
Some of these people resented the idea that 
a Southern woman should be loyal to her 
husband rather than to the geographical sec- 
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tion that had given her birth. And there 
were shortsighted and unthinking people, 
of the sort who sniffed treason m every 
breeze and suspected everything that they 
did not understand, who believed that the 
Southern wife of the President—she who 
idolized and worshiped her husband, and 
who thought very highly of her place at his 
side—secretly cherished plans the success of 
which would drive him and her and their 
children out of the White House and out of 
Washington, hunted fugitives. 

These fantastic inventions, born of a time 
prolific of chimeras and phantasms, are now 
laid at rest with the unhappy lady whose 
last years have been filled with so much to 
make lifea burden. It would be well for 
those who have been disposed to judge 
harshly of some of the personal character- 
istics of Mrs. Lrxcoun to remember that 
few women have ever been more devoted to 
their husbands, and that few have ever 
suffered so awful a shock as_ she 
when he was killed by her side, In an 
instant of time, in the midst of a brief 
hour of pleasure, on the threshold of a new 
and prosperous term of office, while the 
skies were clearing after the storm, the bolt 
fell. The wife was a widow, and, dashed 
from the place in which she had a woman’s 
natural pride, she went away saying, 
‘* Surely no sorrow is like unto my sorrow.” 
These things, and the certainty that Mrs. 
LINCOLN’s reason was unsettled, must be 
borne in mind when we make any mention 
of the life, character, and actions of her who 
was the early choice and the long-beloved 
companion of ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 





THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


The amendment made by the Senate to its 
bill prescribing new regulations for the 
Soldiers’ Home at Washington was designed 
to remedy an oversight. Section 7 of the 
original measure provided that the officers of 
the Home should hereafter be taken from 
the retired list of the Army, preference being 
given to those disabled by wounds. While 
this change is commendable as a general 
proposition, its immediate effect might have 
been to remove the present Governor, Gen. 
Srurais; and this would be a sorry reward 
for the services rendered the Senate com- 
mittee by him during the investigation 
which led to its pending bill. The discrim- 
ination would have been the more apparent, 
since section 10 retains two of the Board of 
Commissioners who had been somewhat re- 
flected upon by the Senate Military Com- 
mittee conducting the investigation. The 
amendment gives effect to the provision in 
regard to the retired list only after the ex- 
piration of the term of the present Governor. 
In this shape the bill has been passed and 
has gone to the House, where it should re- 
ceive attention before the adjournment. Per- 
haps it could be still further modified to ad- 
vantage. 

The report made by Mr. Sewett, on 
which the bill is based, shows the possibility 
of some improvements in the management 
of this institution. Founded thirty years 
ago, it has received about five million dol- 
lars, of which about four and a half millions 
have been derived from a monthly tax of 
124 cents deducted from the pay of each 
soldier in the regular Army, from the sale 
of unclaimed effects of deceased soldiers, 
from court-martial fines and forfeitures of 
pay by deserters, and from the interest on 
the investment of these funds. It is at 
once evident that the institution is favored 
with large endowments, and also that the 
sources from which they are derived make 
it the duty of the managers to use them, as 
far as possible, for the direct and exclusive 
benefit of the inmates. But the investi- 
gating committee found that this end had 
not been kept strictly enough in view. They 
found that a large part of the funds had been 
expended in buying extensive lands and turn- 
ing them into an ornamental park, which was 
very agreeable for the visits and drives of 
the people of Washington, but a useless 
outlay and a heavy tax upon the annual in- 
come for maintenance. ‘‘ One-fifth of the 
area of ground,’’ said the report, ‘‘ would 
have been ample.”’ The committee also 
found evidences of extravagance in the con- 
struction of some of the buildings, notably 
in one which began as a bowling-alley and 
developed into a library ‘‘at a cost which 
can only be characterized as wasteful,’’ 
The committee further criticised the pur- 
chase of sundry statuettes as ‘‘entirely un- 
justifiable,’ and added that ‘tthe money 
invested in the bust of Gen. Barngs, 
one of the Commissioners, could, in 
the opinion of the committee, have 
been more appropriately spent on pictures 
or prints to brighten the walls of the hospi- 
tal wards.’’ While everything about the 
Home was neat and in good condition, the 
hospital was not found as clean and as 
bright as it might have been. The men had 
no uniform and no military organization, 
though this latter might have served to in- 
terest them and keep up their self-respect as 
soldiers. They had no band, no bowling- 
alley or billiard-room, and nothing to occu- 
py them. ‘T'wo of the Commissioners, the 
Surgeon-General and the Commissary-Gen- 
eral, were found to be receiving, as per- 
quisites, an amount of flowers, vegetables, 
and fruit, which gave rise to considerable 
scandal, 


Under these circumstances the committee 
reported a bill designed to correct some of 
these abuses. It provided that the Commis- 
sioners of the Home should make an annual 
report of its finances, of the reasons of all 
admissions and discharges, and of the gen- 
eral condition and management; that this 
report should be sent to Congress and a copy 
of it deposited in each garrison and post 
library; that the Home should be thoroughly 
inspected each year under the authority of 
the Secretary of War, who also must first 
approve any expenditufe of more than 
$5,000, as well as the erection of new build- 
ings and the purchase of grounds. This bill 
also directs that supplies shall be purchased 
upon contract, and it makes specific provi- 
sions regarding the disposition of the pen- 
sion money of inmates. An important 
step is taken in constituting out of the sur- 
plus income a permanent fund to be de- 
posited in the ‘Treasury at 4 per 
cent. interest, payable quarterly. All 
present inyestments are to be converted into 
money without loss and turned into this 
fund, which cannot be drawn upon for use 
except by « resolution of the Commissioners, 
approved by the Secretary of War. The 
Board of Commissioners now consists of the 


Surgeon-General, Commissary-General, and 


Adjutant-General of the Army; the new bill 
adds the Quartermaster-General and In- 
spector-General, with three as a quorum. 
Lastly, an appropriation is made for addi- 
tional clerical force, to be used in adjusting 
the' accounts of Treasury funds which be- 
long to the Soldiers’ Home. For the inves- 
tigating committee had ‘found a large 
amount duethe Home by the Treasury De- 
partment, from court-martial fines and 
stoppages during twenty years, which had 
not been audited for the lack of clerks in 
the Second Auditor’s office. 

If this bill is acted upon favorably by the 
House, as it has been by the Senate, the 
effect will undoubtedly be to remove in part 
those causes of complaint which have fre- 
quently been made in regard to the manage- 
ment of the institution. In fact, even with- 
out the bill, the report of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee upon the condition and 
needs of the institution would probably lead 
toareform of some questionable practices 
and to paying more attention to the rational 
enjoyment and improvement of the inmates. 
No doubt the natural tendency of such in- 
stitutions, possessed of great resources, is to 
lay out vast sums to attract the admiration 
of the outside world and to perform feats 
in landscape gardening. But zeal in this 
direction should not overlook the main ob- 
ject of making happy the daily routine life 
of the inmates. At the Soldiers’ Home 
these are few in number in proportion to the 
endowment of the institution, and it would 
be wiser to scrupulously economize all sur- 
plus income for the eventual establishment 
of a fund for aiding veteran discharged sol- 
diers who desire to end their days with their 
own families rather than at the Home. 





Although the report of the appearance of a 
large Bedouin force near Port Said has been con- 
tradicted, it is much more likely to be true than 
false under existing circumstances. ‘Oppor- 
tunity,’”’ says the pithy Arab proverb, “is stronger 
than a lion;’’ and rarely indeed have the maraud- 
ers of the El Tyh Desert had a finer opportunity 
than the present one. The recent plundering of 
the Glenlyon tea ship, homeward bound from 
China, while aground in the canal, shows how fully 
these primitive conveyancers hold the creed that 
heaven helps those who help themselves. But 
should they throw themselves earnestly into the 
pending conflict, they may produce results far 
more formidabdie than the looting of a few dis- 
mantled vessels. No regular European force could 
be employed to guard the Snez Canal without a 
fearful sacrifice of life, especially with the deadli- 
est of all the Egyptian months but a fortnight dis- 
tant. No one knows better than Arazr Pasha how 
much may be done with Arab warriors by the 
mere promise of unlimited plunder, and the ex- 
ample of Asp gL Kaper, the famous Algerian 
chief, is perilously suggestive. The French cap- 
tured Algiers itself in 1829, just as the English have 
captured Alexandria, but it took the former eight- 
een years longer to make an end of the guerrilla 
warfare which he maintained in the inland deserts 
up to the very day of his surrender, in 1847. Will 
Apgasi attempt to repeat the same experiment?

The census statistics relating to American 
fisheries are interesting reading. These figures show 
fisheries to have been worth in the value of prod- 
ucts the very handsome sum of $45,000,000in the 
year 1880. This was the price, moreover, that was 
paid to the producers simply. At wholesale prices 
the pecuniary return for the same products reached 
the neat little fortune of $90,000,000. The products 
included dried cod and pollock, smoked herring, 
halibut and mullet, pickled and spiced fish, salt 
mackerel, canned salmon, lobsters, clams, oysters, 
crabs, shrimps, cod, and sardines. The consump- 
tion ef these is constantly increasing abroad, and 
very profitable sale for them has been built up in 
England, France, andGermany. As yet ‘t appears, 
however, the pickled fish of American waters are 
but seldom sent abroad, although great quantities 
of pickled fish are consumed in Europe. It is 
recorded that since the Berlin exhibition of 1880 
American fish have become popular on the Conti- 
nent, and ageneies for their sale have been estab- 
lished in very many of the leading cities of Europe. 
Another fact of interest is that the boneless Amer- 
ican codfish has been adopted as a standard article 
of food by many regiments of the German Army. 
Proof of this growing popularity of our fish ie af- 
forded in the statistics of exports to Europe. In 
1869 the exports of fish reached only $134,783, ac- 
cording toa local commercial journal. Last year 
there was shipped abroad $1,902,100 worth of fish- 
ery goods. Of this amount $403,629 was received 
from the exports of oysters to England alone. 

— 

The Japanese are making very rapid prog- 
ress ineducation. It had its beginning not quite 
eleven years ago. In 1872 not less than 53,000 
Government schools were established, conducted 
on European principles, the average of schools 
being 1 to every 640 inhabitants. In two years the 
number of schowls was augmented until the pupils 
exceeded 400,000. If at the commencement of this 
wonderful educational movement there was some 
confusion, owing to the incapacity of European 
teachers and the want of interehange of 
language, these troubles passed away. The 
number of pupils immediately after 1873 rap- 
idly increased, until in 1877 in the seven great 
school districts nearty 57,000 male teachers, with 
1,275 female teachers, were educating 1,552,410 male 
and 543,768 female pupils. There is, then, an ele-. 
mentary school for every 1,345 inhabitants and for 
every 444 square miles of the empire. Taking the 
total children in Japan of an age to go to sehool 
as 5,251,807, 71 per cent. derive the benefits of in- 
struction. Leaving out of consideration the 
higher branches of knowledge, only deriva- 
ble from special schools, the effort seems to 
tend toward the education of the masses. Looking 
atthe expenses, some five years ago, with an appro- 
priation of £1,072,974, the cost of education was 
10s., say $250, per pupil. The liberality of the Japa- 
nese and their firm belief in the great advantages 
to be derived from this general education become 
manifest when it ia learned that in five years about 
$8,500,000 of our money has been bestowed by 
private individuals for the school fund, together 
with a great deal of valuable real estate. Two 
years ago there were 2,319,000 pupils, and, from 
suck accounts as may be gathered, last year the 
total number was near 38,000,000. There is one 
point which, in an educational sense, requires 
c>rrection, and that is in regard to the Japanese 
girls, as the number of these is very small in pro- 
portion to the hoys.

The American Consul at Singapore writes 
of the progress and suitableness of American 
goods in that appendage of the Malay penin- 
sula. Household furniture has been sent out 
on trial and soldat auction; it was neat in appear- 
ance, contrasting favorably with the clumsy and 
roughly finished work of the Chinese cabinet- 
makers, but the bedsteads were lacking in not 
being ‘' four-posters,”’ as the abundance of mos- 
quitoes requires posts about seven feet high where- 
on to hang nettings. Wash-tubs and similar wood- 
en ware were also sent out, but would not sell, for 
the reason that after a few months they would no 
longer hold water, having been eaten by the white 
ant, a pest of that country; this ware. (like the in- 
sides of the furniture drawers) was made of pine 
orasimilarly soft wood, whereas nothing but a 
very hard wood, or a soft wood oreosoted or satu- 
rated with petroleum, will withstand the in- 
sects, and only about one in five of 
the native hard woods can resist the 
attack unless treated in some way. The 
natives use earthenware for water receptacles, and 
hard-wood buckets, one at each end ofa pilable 
shoulder stick, for carrying from the well; washing 
is almost wholly done by beating the clothes 
between stones at the creek-side. Stamped 
ware and all other American style cookiug uten- 
sils, except iron pots and large kettles, are useless, 
because the hot climate forbids iron cook-stoves and 
ranges, and the Chinaman, who is cook, prefers his 
native ware. In cotton goods the trouble seems te 
be that American fabrics are both too high in 
anality and price and too heavy in texture. Scant 


clothing is used. The “savong,” which is the come 
mon article, is equivalent to a loose pillow-casg 
with both ends open and wide enough to incloss 
the body from arm-pit to ankle; its loose materia} 
is tucked in in folds, a belt is put around, and the 
toilet is made. As to foods, trade in American 
canned goods is hindered by the bad and neediesg 
habit of putting up fruit before it is ripe, and the 
French carry off the palm in this line, although at 
higher prices, because they avoid this fault and 
secure an attractive appearance. In canned vegeta 
bles, the Consul thinks, American producers could 
easily compete with the Europeans, who now sup- 
ply the large demand in Singapore—very few veze- 
tables being grown there; especial stress is alsa 
laid upon the opportunity for good cider-vinegar— 
almost unknown there, Canned milk, preserved, 
from America, is in large consumption, and Europe 
hag in vain sougnt to compete with it. Butter, on 
the contrary, consumed largely in Singapore, 
comes in tin cans from France, Holland, and Den. 
mark—mainly from the latter—and retails readily 
at 60 centsa pound. American butter has not yet 
appeared, and the writer in somewhat high-flown 
language ascribes this lack largely to the oleomar- 
garine prejudice. and he urges that proper effort 
could introduce “* American prairie Spring butter.” 
Although Singapore is the centre of one of the 
heaviest timbered regions in the world, America 
sells hardly any edge tools, partly from lack of sell- 
ing agencies and partly because the Chinaman, 
who is the tool-using mechanic, brings his toolg 
from home, which are of singularly good temper, 
equai to the hardest woods, the Consul saying that 
he has often seen copper coins cut in twa 
with the ‘‘macheta” of the Malays without 
leaving any mark on the keen edge, and once ha 
saw the same feat done on aniron nail. The ship 
carpenters buy English tools; the Malays, who live 
in the jungle, use for clearing a sort of narrow 
hatchet, with which they fell hard trees with creat 
skill, but in some tobacco-planting districts Amer 
ican axes have obtained a footbold. Carriages 
could be successfully introduced, if conformed ta 
the local requirements. First of all, they must bea 
able to turn sharply round in narrow plaees, 
which are numerousin Singapore, and the larga 
front wheel, common in American buggies, will 
especially not answer. The streets have many 
sorts of horse-startling clatter, and drivers are alike 
reckless and unskillfal; hence the successful ve- 
hicle must turn around easily and turn over hardly, 
Hitching posts being unknown, there must be @ 
seat or a standing board behind for the groom; the 
best liked is a one-horse vehicle, with a driver's 
seat over the dash-board, removable, besides tha 
back-board. All vehicles must carry two Janterna 
after sundown. These hints agree with all others 
reported upon the necessity of conforming goodg 
to the local needs of the people and to their rooted

SOUTH AND CENTRAL AMERICA. 


HOPE OF INTERVENTION BETWEEN PERV 
AND CHILI ABANDONED. 

PANAMA, July 8.—Al! hope of foreign intem 
vention seems to have died out in Peru. A few 
illusionists prefer to hope against hope, but the 
majority now understand that if peace is to be 
brought about it must be due to their own efforts. 
The Chilians now openly assist and promote all 
conferenees tending to bring about peace, 
but up to the present little has oc 
curred pointing to a speedy settlement. 
Tarapaca is undoubtedly lost to Peru, 
Several meetings have taken place in Lima be 
tween a former Brazilian Ambassador at Santiago, 
Chill, and the Commissioners of the Peruvian Pro- 
visional Government. These meetings have beeu 
held with the view of faciliating and hastening tha 
final negotiations of peace. The Chilian Congress has 


not yet debated the Goevernment bill ordering tne 
immediate incorporation of Tarapaca as a part of 
Chili. Garcia Calderon, the ex-Provisiona! President 
and now a prisoner in Chili, has ask ed to be released 
on parole, promising to go to Europe without land- 
ing in Peru. The Peruvian leaders in Arequipa, 
Carrillo, and Velarde have fallen out, and a con- 
filct between their partisans is expected. Tha 
truce between Chili and Bolivia has not yet been 
arranged. It will probably immediately follow 
the meeting of Congress on Aug. 6. 

Mr. Partridge does uot hesitate to declare that 
no future action will be taken by the United States 
unless she be officially requested by all parties to 
use her kind offices. Scattered Chilian detach- 
ments continue to commit outrages in the interior, 
The United States ships Alaska, Lackawanna, and 
Onward are at Callao. 

President Barrios, of Gautemala, has left Guate- 
mala for New-Orleans. Prior to his departure 
for the Unitea States ne received congra- 
tulatory addresses from all parts of the country. In 
his farewell address he says: “ In leaving the repub- 
lic itis my duty to declare to the nation that[ am 
not bound on a voyage of pleasure and recreation, 
and that they are not family affairs that cali mse 
away.’ He then declares that all his thoughts and 
aspirations are for the well-being of the republic, 
and continues: * I have believed it possible trat I 
can in all probability arrange the frontier question 
pending with Mexico. Thisisa negotiation I am 
compelled to undertake and for which I am fuily 
authorized by the National Assembly. i have 
already solemniy declared that I[ am anzx- 
ious this matter should be arranged; that 
I am animated by the most friendly 
intentions, and that, inspired by the antecedents, 
affinities, necessities, aud self-reapect of two neigh< 
boring sister republics, I wish efficaciously so to 
act that in an honorable and conciliatory manner, 
to the satisfaction of both and without the national 
pride being slighted, this unhappy question shail 
be settled, which has so long occupied publie at- 
tention, and which might dispose us at one time or 
another to forget what we owe to our mutual 
friendship. I believe that by personally acting ia 
the question it will be possible to effect an arrange- 
ment, and I feel convinced that shouid I succeed 
I shall have conferred an inestimable service on the 
country, because it would so place her that nothing, 
prem ge tegen at home or abroad can occur to 
disturb the tranquillity of the country. and that 
thus it would continue peacefully to progress. | 
dc not wish to leaye even a shadow on our 
horizon, and I am the more interested in 
dissipating all of them without fear o1 
disconfidence, so that I could be aliowed to 
retire trom the career of incessant struggle, what 
has been my jot during so many years, and be con- 
vinced of the happiness and welfare of the repub- 
lic and the stability of its institutions. I could 
then hope to retire and enjoy in private life that 
repose which has never falien to my lot in publia 
life.” The President then reiterates the declara- 
tion that there is no fear of trouble in the in- 
terior, and that his friend and counselor, Gen. 
Orantes, who takes his place, will continue to ob- 
serve the same policy and be assisted by the same 
Ministry as himself; assures the world that Salva« 
dor, Honduras, and Guatemala are closely united 
in their policy and aspirations, and concludes by 
urging the people to endeavor by every means in 
their power to raise and develop the republic. 

The revolution in Ecuador continues to progress, 
Alfaro, the revolutionary leader, has declared that 
he will shoot all the officers he may capture who 
fight for Veintemilia, the actual President. He as- 
serts that in sustaining a Dictatorship they become 
traiters to their country, and as such deserve 
death. Ambato,a large city on the road from 
Guayaquil to Quito, has fallen into their hands. 

A serious railway accident occurred on the 
Taital Railway on June 15, in which 10 lives wera 
lost and property valued at $15,000 was destroyed. 
The line reaches the port on asteep grade, and it 
is customary to keep full steamcn to assist the 
brakes by backing. This“ precaution was over- 
looked, and the train dashed into the port, swept 
through the station, and finally broughé up iu frag 
ments on the beach. 
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BYRON MEMORIALS. 
From the London Atheneum. 

In the course of the next few weeks we hopa 
to print a series of hitherto unpublished Byron pa 
pers. Beginning witha letter from John Byron, 
the poet’s father, to his daughter Augusta, and let- 
ters from the poet’s mother to her husband; to Mrs. 
Leigh, the wife of Gen. Charles Leigh, Colonel of 
the Twentieth Regiment of Infantry; and to her 
step-daughter Augusta—the writings comprise: (1) 
A collection of poems by Lady Byron, written dur- 
ing her brief residence with her husband, some of 
them containing emendations by his pen; (2) cor- 
respondence between Lady Byron and Angusta 
(the Hon. Mrs. Leigh) during the t-rm of Lady 
Byron’s engagement to the poet and the earlier 
months of their married life: (3) correspondence 
from the date of Lady Byron's withdrawa! from 
London till the settlement of the terms of her 
separation from her husband; (4) letters 
from Lord Byron to his wif:, Dr. Drury, 
Mr. Hoppner, and others, including his last 
letter to Lady Byron, written on the eve of his de- 
parture from England: (5) correspondence of Lady 
Byrou and Augusta from the commencement of 
the quarrel between Lady Byron and her husband 
till the date of Lord Byron’s deatn: (6) documents 
touching the destruction of the ** Memoirs,” includ- 
ing Augusta’s narrative of the circumstance of the 
destruction of the famous Manuscript; (7) corre- 
spondence from the date of the poet’s death till 
1830, exhibiting the circumstancez, hitherto undi- 
vuilged, that caused Lady Byron’s animosity against 
the woman whom she had held for 15 years in the 
highest esteem; and (8) a group of letters having 
reference to Lady Byron’s interview with her sig 
ter-in-law in 1851 in the presence of Mr. Robertson, 
of Brighton. This large bods of correspondence 
will be found to demonstrate the baselessness of 
thé various statements made by Lady Byron in her 
later years to her sister+in-law’s discredit,. aad 
more especially of the hideous imagination to 
which Mrs. Beecher Stowe gave such wide aad 
jJamentabie publicity some 13 years since.

HARSH WORDS IN CONGRESS 


——- 


ROBESON AND HEWITT AT LOG. 
GERHAEADS., 

ALL CAUSED BY MR. ROBESON’S DEFENSE OF 
HIS ADMINISTRATION—MR., HEWITT’S 
OBJECTION TO A PARAGRAPH IN THE 
*“ RECOKD’’—INSULTS EXCHANGED, 

WasHineron, July 17.—The proceedings 
fn the House were interrupted to-day by a 
most exciting personal colloquy between Mr. 
Hewitt, of New-York, and Mr. Robeson, of 
New-Jersey, growing out of the recent discus- 
sion of the Naval bill. Mr. Hewitt rose to a 
question of personal privilege and asked to 
have stricken from the Record a paragraph in 
the speech made by Mr. Robeson in defense of 
his administration of the Navy Department, 
claiming that it had not been delivered in the 
House, and that it contained language agrinst 
which he would have protested had he heard 
it. The paragraph, which Mr. Hewitt had 
read by the Clerk, was in relation to certain 
statements previously made by him in a 
speech in the House, and the obnoxious part 
was a sentence in which Mr. Robeson de- 
clared that Mr. Hewitt’s presentation of his 
case was not candid, but was specious and 

alse, . 

When the Clerk had read the paragraph in 
guestion Mr. Hewitt vigorously objected to its 
remaining in the Record. He denied the right 
of Mr. Robeson to make a personal attack on 
bim in this way. He had listened, he said, to 
Mr. Robeson’s speech because he had been in- 
formed that Mr. Robeson would say semething 
personal to bim. He had not heard the gen- 
tleman use the language attributed to him in 


the, Record, and no such words as those used 
were to be found in the stenographer’s notes. 
He attacked Mr. Robeson for deliberately 
placing a charge against him in the Kecord 
which he had not had the manliness to make 
on the floor, and said the place for Mr. Rube- 
son to review his statements was on the floor 
of the House, not in the Record, where he had 
no chance of defending himself. 

Mr. Robeson, after declaring that it was not 
his habit to write out his speeches, and that 
consequently he had availed himself of the 
right to revise them before their appearance 
in the Record, turned the tables on Mr. Hewitt 
by pointing out and forcing him to acknowl- 
edge that portions of his (Mr. Hewitt’s) speech 
aS they appeared in the ecord had not been 
delivered in the House. Turning then to 
the statements he had made concerning Mr. 
Hewitt’s arraignment of the conduct of the 
Navy Department, he said: “I am not 
accustomed te say arything on this floor 
which I do not believe. I repeat that the gen- 
tleman’s presentation was specious, was not 
candid, and, if he objects to the word false, I 
will say it was fallacious.’? He said he had 
given the gentleman credit for having been 
deceived by false information, and he as- 
sertead that one of Mr. Hewitt’s de- 
fects, known of all men, was a_ too 
reckless confidence in the statements of 
others, especially when they reflected on the 
character of those whom he was disposed to 
dislike. This came, he said, from a disposi- 
tion, perhaps, which he could not help, but 
such a disposition as he (Mr. Robeson) was 
thankful he had not, because, he explained, he 
should have less confidence in his own charac- 
ter and less self-respect if he were always will- 
{ug to attribute the vilest motives and the basest 
intentions to others. Mr. Robeson continued: 
“T find in the gentleman’s speech, not deliv- 
ered on this floor, but printed in the Record, 
this sentence: ‘It is a strain on the charitable 
side of our nature to refrain from charging 
crjminal incapacity or criminal practices on 
those who made the contracts or reviewed the 
construction of these vessels.’ Now as I said 
aday or two before this speech that I took 
this responsibility, and as he quoted this state- 
ment in opening his speech, at whom did the 
gentleman direct his remarks? Remember 
these remarks were made not in the heat of 
debate not in the turmoil of controversy, but 
were deliberately prepared beforehand and 
not delivered, but printed in the Record.” 

Up to this time the discussion had been 
carried on in temperate language, Mr. Robe- 
son, when he began, wore a smile on his face 
and appeared indifferent, but as he proceeded 
he warmed up, and soon half the members on 
his side of the House left their seats and gath- 
ered about him in the aisle from which he 
spoke and in the space in front of the Clerk’s 
desk. Mr. Hewitt sat = opposite, and care- 
fully followed Mr. Robeson’s words, but 
did not interrupt. Trouble was brewing, 
however, and it came, Mr. Robeson con- 
tinued as follows: ‘‘I remember the 
gentleman said: ‘Whether these contracts 
were the result of lawful commerce, which I 
do not believe, or whether they were the re- 
sult of criminal intercourse, which I do be- 
lieve.’ Through all that speech there is a la- 
bored attempt to attack me over the shoul- 
ders of another, and that other a man 
who bas gone to his grave, honored and 
beloved, leaving behind him the sbips we 
built as his proudest record. I do not 
admire the nobleness of disposition or the 
courage of that animal which shrinks from 
the face of living man to howlin detestation 
on his grave.” ‘ 

As Mr. Robeson spoke this last sentence 
slowly and emphasizing every word, there 
was silence in the House except for the noise 
made by members on both sides moving down 
the aisles toward the speaker, and when he 
had finished it there was a faint ripple of ap- 
lause from the Republican side. r. Hewitt 
Led beard every word, but he affected not 
to have caught what was said, and, though 
cam with suppressed raged, he calmly asked 
Mr, Robeson to repeat what he had said, As 
calmly as if he were not using language so in- 
suiting Mr. Robeson repeated: ‘* I said that I 
did not attack men who were quoted as ex- 
perts in this debate, and whom I had cause to 
hate, because I did not mean to lay my hands 
upon the grave of any man, and because I did 
not admire the courage nor desire to imitate 
the conduct of that animal that shrinks from 
the face of living man and howls in detesta- 
tion on his grave.”’ Mr. Hewitt, during this 
second delivery of the insult, stood near to Mr. 
Robeson, with his hand behind his ear, as if 
straining to catch every word. At its conclu- 
sion he said ‘* Ah !” and returned to his seat. 

Mr. Robeson went on to repeat that Mr. 
Hewitt’s presentation of the case had been 
false, but agreed to substitute the word falla- 
cious if Mr. Hewitt did not like the other. 
As he closed, Mr. Miller, an excitable Penn- 
sylvanian, asked if this man Hewitt were not 
the Hewitt who furnished the Morey letter 
for publication. Mr. Robeson deprecated the 
introduction of this topic at this time, and the 
Democrats hissed and groaned at Miller, In 
the confusion he said something impossible to 
hear in the galleries, and then sat down. 

Mr. Hewitt then rose and said Mr. Robeson 
had evaded the only issue in the matter—that 
he had inserted in the /:ecord a speech he had 
not the courage or manliness to make upon 
the floor, He now said he was willing to sub- 


stitute something else. 

* 1 take that back,” shouted Mr. Robeson. 

““It doesn’t matter,’’ replied Mr. Hewitt, 
and he went on: ‘* When a man has been 
charged upon the floor of this House, bya 
member responsible for what he said, with be- 
ing a thief, a liar, and a perjurer, and takes. 
no steps to have it stricken from the Record, 
and holds the author to no account, anything 
he can say thereafter is a matter of utter and 
absolute contempt.” Mr. Robeson did not a 
pear to be affected by this speech. His friends 
were, and a few hisses were heard from them, 
while the Democratic side broke into ap- 
plause. Both sides felt, as has since been 
said, that nothing quite so severe as 
this had been heard in the House for a long 
time. Mr. Hewitt continued: ‘ The language 
of my speech was strictly parliamentary. and, 
whatever it may attribute of criminality to 
any man, only becomes a personal charge in 
his case if he chooses to assumeit. If he as- 
sumes the responsibility of acts I condemned, 
then every word I utter may be fitted to the 
gentleman and taken down as the charge I 
make against him. If he stands condemned, 
he is condemned by no word of mine, but by 
the record he made.” 

Mr. Robeson again took the floor, and, in 
reply to Mr. Hewitt, said the latter had a spe- 
cious character which he earnestly cultivated 
through the newspapers and by the expendi- 
ture of his private means. He said: ‘1 know 
something cf his nature. I do know that all that 
he is, ali that he has been, and all that he hopes 
to be he owes to the charity of an old man 
whom I heard him seek to depreciate on this 
floor.” 

Mr. Hewitt, interrupting—I deny if. 

A number of Democrats derisively ap- 
plauded,-and asked, ‘‘Is that all?” : 

Mr, Robeson claimed that Mr. Hewitt ob- 
jected to being called the son-in-law of Mr. 

ooper, and had expressed the hope that the 
day would come when Mr. Cooper would be 
spoken of as the father-in-law of Mr. Hewitt. 
Anotber burst of derisive laughter followed 
this statement, which was suececded by ap- 


pees on the Republican side, when Mr. 
obeson, after eulogizing Peter Cooper, said: 
“ His name will be remembered with honor 
and love when that of his sporting son- 
in-law is lost and forgotten, sunk in the 
grave covered with the obloquy which 
he seeks to find upon earth.” After 
alluding to some familiar epithet by 
which the romancing of Mr. Hewitt had 
been characterized in the State in which both 
a their youth, Mr. Robeson took Mr. 

ewitt to task for his connection with the 
Morey letter publication. ‘*The forgery of 
that document,” he said, ‘‘was acrime of the 
deepest dye and the vilest iniquity, and, while 
Ido not charge the gentleman with having 
written it, I consider that. the man who stood 
by the telegraph window and telegraphed it to 
California, too late tor denial, and after the 
dead President had denied satisfactorily that 
he had written it—’’ 

Mr. Hewitt, (interrupting)—Who did it? 

Mr. Robeson—Who stood by the telegraph 
window and signed the name of the Chairman 
of the Democratic Committee ? 

Here the speaker was interrupted by a cho- 
rus of hisses and groans from the Democrats, 
followed by applause on the Republican 
side. Mr. Robeson finally made his voice 
heard and denounced the man who bad 
done this, saying his crime was as detestable 
as any that had ever been committed. Mr. 
Hewitt continued to demand who did 
it and to assert that he did not do 
it. Mr. Robeson suggested that he 
should ask for a Congressional investigation, 
and Mr. Hewitt was about to reply, when Gov. 
Browne, of Indiana, suggested that the House

SOME MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 
THE OLD POST OFFICE SITE—MAIL-CARRIERSB 
—MR. ROBINSON’S RESOLUTIONS, 

Wasnineton, July 17.—The House voted 
to-day to permit the Secretary of the Treasury 
to sell the old Post Office property in Nassau- 
street, New-York, for not less than 
$600,000. It is altogether probable that 
Senator Miller, with his customary energy, 
will secure the passage of the bill in 
the Senate, and that the Government 
will get rid of a valuable piece of prop- 
erty for which it has no use. Mr. McCook, 
who had charge of the bill in the House, 
found that it was very obstinately opposed, as 
it has been for several years. Hitherto the 
opposition has been successful, strangely 
enough. Mr. Cenant, the lessee, who has paid 
$12,000 a year for the property until recently, 
when Secretary Folger increased the rental to 
$25,000, complained, when on a recent visit 
here, that he had been obliged to come down 
here every year to beat the bill, and he sup- 
posed he would have to come down to beat 
it again. The bill failed, afew weeks ago, when 
before the House, to receive a sufficient vote. 
To-day the reason given by many of its op- 
ponents, that the minimum price was too low 
at $500,000, was removed by increasing it to 
$600,000. As amended, it received 126 votes, 
while the 20 cast against it just made a 
quorum. Thesale is to be at public auction, 
and the Secretary has the power to reject any 
and all bids, in his discretion. 

Little other work was done under suspension 
of the rules, One important bill of national 
interest was passed, the Bingham bill, re- 
ported from the Committees on Post Offices 
and Post Roads, fixing the pay of letter-car- 
riers and changing the method of promotions. 
Tbe bill amends the act of 1879 so as to 
provide for a grade of substitute let- 
ter-carriers at a salary of 81 per 
annum and a pro rata compensation for 
every day’s service, according to the 
salaries of the carriers whose places thev fill. 
It also provides that after two years carriers 
in this grade shali be promoted to the grade 
of auxiliaries, at $600 per annum, and, after 
one year’s service in that grade, to $800, and 
then, after one year’s further service, to the 
highest grade, at $1,000. A few Democrats 
opposed the bill on the ground that a reduc- 
tion of postage should precede an increase of 
the expenses of the service, but the bill was 
finally passed by a vote of 121 to 15. 

An attempt was made to fix Dec. 13 next for 
consideration of the bill to admit Dakota as a 
State, but this was defeated, 103 to 76. A 
two-thirds vote being required to make it a 
special order. One or two other bills of small 


importance were presented and either voted 


down or withdrawn, among them one re- 
ported from the Committee on Manufactures 
authorizing the appointment of a commission 
of experts to execute tests and experiments on 
iron, steel, and other materials used in con- 
struction of bridges, buildings, and mechanics, 
which was voted down. 

Mr. Cox, of New-York, offered a resolution 
requesting the President to insist on the re- 
lease of the remaining American citizens im- 
prisoned by the British Government under 
suspension of Jaw in Irejand, particularly in 
the case of D, Sweeny, of California, 

Mr. Robinson, of New-York, offered several 
resolutions. One requested the President to 
inform the House when it may expect an an- 
swer'toits resolution of June 28 relative to 
American citizens suffering imprisoament in 
British jails. Another asked whether any cor- 
respondence hss taken place “ with James 
Russell Lowell (nominally American Minister 
to Great Britain, put really doing police duty 
or detective work under Lord Granville,)” rela- 
tive to his resignation or recall; also calling 
on the Secretary of State for eom- 
munication of telegrams relating to Amer- 
ican citizens in British prisons—the pub- 
lication of which had been heretofore 
deemed incompatible with the public interests, 
so that they may be considered in secret ses- 
sion of the House or the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs; also, calling on the Secretary of State 
for information as to the Panama Ship Canal, 
and whether it is not advisable at this time to 
reassert the intention of the United States 
Government to allow no intervention of Euro- 
pean Governments in public affairs on this 
continent; also, calling on the Secretary of 
the Navy for the instructions under which 
Commodore Nicholson threatened to open 
fire upon the city of Alexandria under certain 
contingenties, and to inform the Government 
whether American sailors and officers are per- 
forming police duty in Alexandria under the 
British Admiral; and if so, by what author- 
ity. All these resolutions were referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs.

INTERNAL REVENUE SPEECHES.

BIBILITY THAT THE BILL WILL PASS 
THIS WEEK. 


Wasutncton, July 17.—Beginning its 
work an hour earlier than usual, the Senate 
to-day disposed of a large number of unobjec- 
tionable pension cases on the calendar before 


taking up the unfinished business, the Internal 


Revenue bili. Nearly an hour was de- 
voted to discussion of the Legislative, 
Executive, and Judicial Appropriation 
bill, upon which the Conferenee Com- 
mittee from the two houses had refused 


to agree, The House has presumed too much, 


the Senators think, in attempting to say how 
many employes the Senate shall have and 
what their compensation shall be. With that 
sort of charity which cares for number one, 
the Representatives have insisted upon keep- 


ing the salaries of their employes at higher 


rates than they have allowed to the 


same classes of employes of the Senate. 
The House is usually generous in such 
matters to itself. It not only pays higher 
prices to its employes, but it votes them one 


month’s extra pay or 13 months’ pay for about 
six months’ alleged work. The Senate em- 


ployes, who get smaller wages, are called upon 
to serve during extra sessions, but without the 
extra month’s pay voted to the House em- 
loyes asa gratuity. After several Senators 
ad complained of the interference of the 
House, a new conference committee was 
named, with directions to insist upon the Sen- 
ate amendments. The resuit will be that the 
Representatives will yield. 

When Mr. Morrill called up the Revenue 
bill, he gave notice that he should antagonize 
the Naval Appropriation bill and all other bills 
proposed for consideration before the Rev- 
enue bill was disposed of finally. Mr. 
Davis, of West Virginia, made a feeble sug- 
gestion of opbosition by amiably requesting 
Mr. Haie to call up the Naval bill, in order to 
test the sense of che Senate. Mr. Hale did not 
accept the suggestion, Mr. Sherman replying 
that it had always been the custom in the 
Senate to dispose of bills to obtain rev- 
enue in advance of those to spend money, 
The first speech on the Internal Revenue

bill was made by Mr. George, who spoke to 
his amendment proposing to repeal the duty 
on machinery for the manufacture of cotton 
and woolen goods, goods made of hemp, jute and 
ramie, laborers’ tools, agricultural implements, 
and cotton ties. His speech was an interesting 
one, and was heard by.an attentive audience, 
The South, and his State in particular, 
had found that cotton had not for 
many years been so _ profitable a crop 
as formerly, and that while the 
= of Mississippi had been following the 
usiness of cotton producers at uncertain 
profits the Northern manufacturers had been 
making all the money out of the product. 
Going over the history of Mississippi’s mis- 
fortunes, first under the confiscation laws, 
afterward through the reconstruction 
period, and later under the pressure of a 
vicious taxing system, he said that he would 
not discuss the question of causes in a partisan 
spirit, but come to the point when Mississippi 
began to see the light in a tendency to under- 
take the manufacture of cotton. Her citizens 
saw an opportunity for improvement of 
the condition of the State. The diffi- 
culty presented at the outset was the 
lack of capital The Southern manufac- 
turer, lacking capital, cannot compete with 
his Northern rival in the purchase of machin- 
ery. Protective laws as against Europe did 
them no good. While they did not ask for 
protection as against the Northern manufac- 
turers, they asked that they might be per- 
mitted to buy their machinery where they 
could get it cheapest. Until this privilege 
should beasaceded to them the beautiful pic- 
ture of Southern growth drawn by Mr. Voor- 
hees a day or twoago would not be realized. 

The mostinteresting passage in Mr. George’s 
speech was that which followed his grateful 
acknowledgment of President Arthur’s Mes- 
sage on the Mississippi improvement scheme, 
That Message, hesaid, had aroused a friendly 
feeling in the State toward the. Administra- 
tion. He had understood that there was to be 
an attempt made to Republicanize the State. 
“IT am a Democrat,” he continued 
‘and I expect to remain so, but i 
love my State and my people better than any 
party. If you can make the State Republican 
by making her people prosperous and happy, 
Ishall be content.’’? This made some of the 
Democrats stare. Going on, he declared that 
Mississippi asked no advantages, no bounty 
from the Treasury, but only free trade in that 
which is essential to her manufacturing 
interests. To refuse was to tax her for the 
benefit of enterprises in which she has no 
share. He dwelt at some length upon the sub- 
ject of cotton-ties, which came to the pro- 
ducers of cotton double in price after profits 
had been made upon them by the importers, 
the wholesaler, the jobber, the retailer, and 
the transportation companies. More than one- 
half the cotton raised in Mississippi was raised 
by colored men, and he insisted that the Gov- 
ernment which had enfranchised them should 
not stop in the attempt to amoliorate their 
condition now. 

Mr. Beck spoke at some length, and devoted 
alarge partof his argument to tobacco and 
whisky, but repeated a good deal that had 
been heard from him before. Mr. Johnston, 
in attempting to get the tobaeco tax reduced 
to 8 cents was answered by Mr. Logan, who 
said he did not believe that the reduction 
of the tax on tobacco and whisky 
would make those articles cheaper to 
the consumer, Mr. Sherman closed the debate. 
He objected to the Beck tobacco amendment 
as out of place, and generally opposed the 
Democratic demand for a scaling down of all 
taxes at this time. The balance of trade was 
against us, and it was possible that a few 
months would show that our surp!us next year 
would be smaller than we have now reason to 
believe it will be. He thought it would be un- 
safe to reduce taxation more than $40,000,000 
at this time. 

While the Democrats will undoubtedly find 
suggestions enough in Mr. Sherman’s speech 
to keep them talking all day to-morrow and 
perhaps another day, it is believed that their 
determination to talk forever will break in a 
day or two, and that the bill, with the 10 cent 
tabacco tax added, will be passed before the 
week is out. Senator Vest expresses the feel- 
ing of many of his colleagues when he says: 
**T am sick of this place and 1 want to go

WASHINGTON, July 17, 1882, 

The Secretary of the Treasury to-day re- 
ceived a conscience contribution of $200 from 
New-York.

The Senate to-day confirmed the nomination 
of Frederick T. Dubois, to be United States 
Marshal of Idaho Territory. 

The issue of standard silver dollars from the 
Mints for the week ended July 15 was 185,000, 
against 140,000 for the corresponding period of 
last year. 

‘the receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $826,700 11, and from Customs $736,- 
201 44. The national bank notes received for 
redemption to-day amount to $359,000, 

The Fish Commission steamer Lookout left 
the navy-yard to-day for the New-England 


coast, along which it will cruise during the 
Summer. Lieut. W. W. Wood will be in 
command. Several officers of the commission 
will go by rail to New-England and there meet 
the steamer. 

The Secretary of War has issued a circular 


letter to the employes of the War Department 


calling for full information regarding their 
positions, the date of their appointment, from 
what State, &c., and also inquiring the num- 
ber of relatives, if any, otherwise employed in 
the Government service. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 


that the total value of the exports of domestic

A DEFENSE BY OBJECTIONS 


———@—— 


CRIPPLING THE PROSECUTION IN 
THE STAR ROUTE TRIAL. 

A SUB-CONTRACTOR ON THE STAND-——DOR- 
SEY’S FORMER AGENT IN OREGON AS A 
WITNES8——-FRYING TO SHOW THE LET- 
TERS OF INSTRUCTION--OBJECTION AF- 
TER OBJECTION FROM THE DEFENSE, 

Wasuinaton, July 17.—The testimony 
taken in the star route trial to-day was in rela- 
tion to the route from Eugene City to Bridge 
Creek, Oregon. This route, 207 miles long, 
was let to John M. Peck, one trip a week, one 
mile and three-quarters per hour, at $2,468, 
and by the expedition of schedule and addition 
of trips the pay was raised to $21,460 per an- 
num, the expedition alune costing $14,486. 
Peck swore that the expedition would require 
him to increase his outfit from 4 men and 9 
horses to 10 men and 30 horses, or in the pro- 
portion of 13 to 40, 

The first witness examined was A. 8. Pow- 
ers, sub-contractor, who had carried the mails 
on the route for three years. His testimony 
was to thé effect that the service, which, ac- 
cording to Peck’s oath, required 10 men and 30 
horses, really required 5 men and 12 horses, 
and that the increase of speed required a very 


slight increase of outfit. The schedule of 50 hours 
wasimpracticablein Winter. On cross-exami- 
nation he admitted the use of an additional 
team for hauling supplies, Counsel for the de- 
fense, taking up the deductions made 
for failures to go through on _ time, 
tried to show that these failures were caused 
by the use of an insufficient number of horses, 
but the witness insisted that he had enough 
horses. The failures were caused by deep 
snow and the washing away of bridges. He 
was shown a letter in which he had written 
that the service could be performed six times 
a week on a schedule of 50 hours even in Win- 
ter, and he explained by saying that the ad- 
dition of three trips would have made the 
trips so frequent that the trail would have 
been kept in better condition for quick service. 
The letter also asserted that he could not 
carry the mails successfully on the 50 hours’ 
schedule with only three trips a week. The 
Government putin a letter sent to him 
Rerdell after the department had ordered all 
service to be cut down to one trip a week be- 
cause Congress was unwilling to respond to 
Brady’s call for $2,000,000, _ In this letter Rer- 
dell said he thought the service could soon be 
restored, and that he would get a month’s 
extra pay for the service temporarily cut 
otf. He advised Powers to get ready for the 
restoration. The defense on cross-examination 
putin evidence to show that the contractor 
had made up to Powers the money lost by do- 
ductions, In the course of the proceeding Mr. 
Bliss declared that he would show that Rerdell 
had told the sub-contractor that the month’s 
extra nay had not been received frem the 
Government, when in fact it had been, and that 
remissions had not been made, when in fact 
they had been, 

In the afternoon the proceedings became 
more interesting. Among the witnesses who 
attracted attention before the beginning of 
the trial is Frank R. Wilcox, who acted as ex- 
Senator Dorsey’s agent in Uregon for the pur- 
pose of getting up petitions and recommenda- 
tions for increase and expedition. In May, 
1881, he brought suit against S. W. Dorsey to 
get pay for work done in getting up petitions, 
&c., and the ex-Senator’s telegrams and let- 
ters were published in dispatches from Denver 
ou May YVand1l. A day or two afterward 
the suit was settled, and the letters and tele- 
grams were surrendered to ex-Senator Dor- 
sey’s agent. As in the case of the witness 
Clendenning and his letters so again to-day. 
The Government were unable to make 
much progress in this matter, owing 
mainly to the rulings of the court. 
Wilcox testified that he formerly lived in Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark. In April, 1879, being then in 
Oregen, he had correspondence with the ex- 
Senator. The letters he had received had gone 
out of his possession, and he did not know 
where they where. He had given them to an 
attorney to be used in collecting a claim he 
had against the ex-Senator for work done, 
As soon as Mr. Bliss began to ask about these 
letters of instruction and then about his action 
after he had received them, Mr. Wilson inter- 
posed an objection on behalf of Brady and 
Turner. Then Mr. McSweeny declared that 
his client, ex-Senator Dorsey, would not object, 
but was willing that Wilcox should tell all he 
knew about it. 

The court said that he could not see how 
the testimony could be admitted. Mr. Mer- 
rick argued that if Dorsey did not object to 
this evidence, which related especially to bim, 
the court ought to letitin. The court could 
afterward tell the jury that its application 
might be limited to some defendants 
and not be used against others, He di- 
rected the court’s attention to the disad- 
vantage under which the Government 
labored because one defendant might 
object, and others say they desired the evi- 
dence to comein. The court said Mr. Bliss 
had asked the witness if hehad received a cer- 
tain letter from 8, W. Dorsey in April, 1879, 
and the witness had replied in the affirmative, 
but the letter was not in court, and the con- 
tents had not been proved. ‘* Then,” said the 
court, ** You ask him, * What did you do after 
receiving the letter.’ I don’t see that what 
he did has anything to do with this casé.’’ Mr. 
Bliss said in reply that he desired to show that 
after the reception of the letter the wit- 
ness had manufactured public opinion and pro- 
cured letters which 8. W. Dorsey had sent to the 
department. Wilcox had done all his work, 
getting up petitions, newspaper articles, &c., 
under 8. W. Dorsey’s instructions. ‘* Now,’’ 
he said, **I want to ask if, in consequence of 
letters from Dorsey he did anything.” The 
court ruled that Mr, Bliss must first show that 
Wilcox had authority from Dorsey, and ruled 
out the question. The question was then put 
in another way, and the court said he would 
let it in upon a promise to show afterward the 
authority. Thea Mr. Wilson objected that the 
acts could not be proved by some one 
entirely outside of the case; the pros- 
ecution could not prove the conspiracy 
by the declarations of an outside person. Mr. 
Merrick agdin directed the court's attention to 
the manner in which objections were made, 
The defendant bared his bosom and said, ** Let 
it come,” but another objected in good time. 
He characterized the proceeding as a subter- 
fuge. Judge Carpenter denied that there had 
been any collusion between counsel, and Mr. 
Merrick declared that be judged by appear- 
ances. Judge Wylie said that the acts of the 
witness were not binding on Dorsey so far as 
he could see. The only thing for which 
Dorsey was responsible was what Dor- 
sey did, namely, the sending of the peti- 
tions and letters to the department, To allow 


the witness to go on and say what he did after 
receiving the letters would be to allow the 
submission of irrelevant testimonv which had 
no business in the case. No authority from 
Dorsey had been shown. He ruled out the 
question and then another which Mr. Bliss 
immediately put, 

“Can’t we prove,” asked Mr, Bliss, “how 
these petitions and letters were prepared and 
sent to Dorsey? We have been allowed to 
show similar facts about petitions on other 
routes.’’ ‘1 must exclude it,”’ said the Judge, 
** because it doesn’t implicate anybody.” Mr. 
Bliss then again explained that he proposed to 
show that Dorsey sent Wilcox letters of in- 
struction directing him to get up peti 
tions and manufacture public opin- 
ion; that Dorsey wrote several let- 
ters and 
matter; that Wilcox did the work, got up the 
petitions, &c., and sent them to Dorsey, who 
sent them to the department; that Dorsey 
paid him a part; that a question arose about 
the final settlement; that Wilcox, in order to 


et his full pay, put the letters in the hands of 
awyers in Colorado, who began suit against 
Dorsey; that in his answer Dorsey set up that 
the services performed had _ been illegal; that 
then a representative of Dorsey came and 
offered to settle if the letters should be given 
up; that the letters were given up and that 
the claim was paid; that the letters were sent 
to a person in New-York, who would be a 
witness, and by him delivered to Dorsey. Mr. 
Bliss added that he had _ accurate copies 
of the letters and expected to prove them. 
Then he would prove the petitions and 
letters as the work which had _ been 
done, Mr. McSween asked if Mr. 
Bliss proposed to show that Wilcox had done 
anything wrong or dishonorable, ** Our coat,” 
he said, ‘tis seamless in this little fiddling 
prosecution, but I don’t want to allow, at this 
stage of the burial of the corpse, any imputa- 
tion on 8. W. Dorsey. If Brady was our head 
centre, why shouia we get up petitions?” He 
also gave notice that on his side the light arcil- 
lery and heavy ordnance were all ready to 
weet the question whether a conspiracy had 
been shown, The court then held that Mr. 
Bliss’s offer could not be received. 

Several telegrams and letters were then 
shown to the witness for identification, but 
were not read. The witness said he had given 
Dorsey’s letters to the firm of Woodward & 

. Wodward, ana that through this tirm he had 


sent several dispatches about the ° 
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been paid. Mr. Wilson objected to the answer 
about payment, and the court ordered it to be 
stricken out. Mr. Bliss then said he proposed 
to prove the beginning of the suit and the pa 
ment of Wilcox in full, conditioned upon the 
delivery of the letters, and would trace the 
letters to S, W. Dorsey. He had given the de- 
fense notice to produce the origin The court 
at this point seemed to change his view. ‘I 
will open the way,” he said, *‘ to prove the con- 
tents of the letters.” After further explana- 
tion by Mr. Bliss, the court said he did not 
care anything about a suit ip an ‘on court, 
and could not see what it had to do with this 
case, He directed Mr. Bliss to proceed to 

rove the contents of the letters. Copies of the 
etters and telegrams were shown to the wit- 
ness, who recognized parts of them. The instruc- 
tions contained were those he had received. 
Objection was raised against the telegrams 
on the ground that they were copies, and was 
sustained by the court. Mr. Bliss said he 
would be opliged, then, to bring officers of the 
telegraph company from New-York to prove 
them. Another objection was then made that 
declarations in telegrams before the date 
of the conspiracy could not be admit- 
ted. This objection seemed to _ strike 
the court favorably, and he declared 
that he could not accept dispatches the 
originals of whick had been destroyed. ‘ But 
we have the right,” said Mr. Bliss, ‘to prove 
copies aud get into such a position that you 
can rule on the copies.” ‘Admitting that 
these are copies,’’ said the court, ‘‘and that 
they are not evidence unless recognized by 
Dorsey, then his recognition weuld bring them 
in, although in themselves they are not com- 
petent.”’ 

The Government then took Wilcox from the 
stand and put on his father in his place. 
Mr. Wilcox senior identified several telegrams 
and letters which had been addressed to his 
son, It appeared that the father had been do- 
ing some of the work, and had opened his 
son’s telegrams and letters. Some ques- 
tion arising about the authority given by 
the son, Mr. McSweeny remarked that 
he didn’t care whether it had been the Father, 
Son, or Holy Ghost. The witness identified 
the copies of letters as containing the instruc- 
tions which he had received at Eugene City. 
He acted on those instructions, He also identi- 
fiea his telegrams and letters in reply to Dor- 
sey, but none of them was read or put in evi- 
dence, At this point the court adjourned.

MR. WALSH’S TESTIMONY. 

Wasuinatron, July 17.—Mr. John A, 
Walsh’s remarkable review of his testimony be- 
fore the Grand Jury, published in THe Times 


to-day, has attracted a great deal of atttention 
here. It now very plainly appears that there 
was ample ground for the remark which Mr. 
Bliss made to THE TrMEs’s ‘correspondent and 
the representatives of other papers that, if he 
had been a member of the jury, he would have 
voted to indict. The strange revelations made 
by this statement and the documentary evi- 
dence accompanying it are directing attention 
to the singular condition of things which al- 
lowed this testimony to be given without effect. 

Senator Kellogg to-day issued the following 
card: 


With reference to the interviews published in 
two New-York journals this morning, in which 
John A. Walsh attempts to connect me with the 
star route cases, Ihave only thisto say: The Grand 
Jury of the District of Columbia, composed of 23 of 
the best citizens of Washington, (the majority of 
whom are opposed to me politically,) last week care- 
fully and thoroughly examined the checks, &c., in 
Walsh's possession, and heard all he had to say 
which tended in any way to connect me with the 
star route cases. 1 understand that every member 
of that jury exonerated me from any 
complicity with these cases. The statements 
of Walsh are composed of truth and 
falsehood, which are so skillfully woven together 
as to create an impressionjunfavorable to me. It is 
true that I had the misfortune to have some bus!l- 
ness relations with Walsh in his capacity of banker. 
lam sure that if the testimony of Walsh before the 
Grand Jury were given to the public aa it was 
given tothe Grand Jury, the public could not re- 
sist reaching the same conclusion that the Grand 
Jury reached. The purpose of Walsh, evidently, 
in making a public statement, is to place himself in 
a better light before the public than that in which 
the Grand Jury left him when they came into court 
and said by their action that his testimony was not 
worthy of belief. The action of the Grand Jury 
relieves me of the necessity of replying to Waish’s 
statements in detall. If I deemed it necessary I could 
readily and satisfactorily explain how Walsh came 
into possession of the checks referred to by him. 
I am confident, however, that the pubiic ars satis- 
fied that the Grand Jury found that the possession 
of these checks by Walsh did not result from 
any illegitimate or dishonorable business transae- 
tion on my part. The whole matter hav- 
ing been settled by the legally  eonsti- 
tuted authorities, I do not propose now 
to discuss it in the newspapers. If. however, 
when the Grand Jury again meet, they desire to 
institute an inquiry as to whether Walsh has been 
guilty of perjury in stating that he divided the 
proceeds of the postal draft referred to by him be- 
tween myself and Mr. Brady, or in making other 
statements affecting me, I shall hold myself ready 
to go before them for examination.

‘FIFTH. WEEK AND NO PROSPECT 
OF SETTLEMENT. 
HE FREIGHT HANDLERS STILL FIRM AND 


THE RAILROAD COMPANI£S APPARENTLY 
GETTING ALONG VERY WELL WITHOUT 


THEM. 


The fifth week of the freight handlers’ strike 
began uneventfully in this City yesterday. Mon- 
day, as well as Saturday, is usually a light day, 


and the amount of freight offered at the houses was 


onusually small, There was not a house that did 


not take all that came, unless perhaps some heavy 
consignments like machinery, that could not be 
bandied by the green hands. The railroads had 
no difficulty in securing men, unskilled, to be sure, 


for the most part, but in such numbers as to be 
able todo the work. Where it was impossible to 


assort the freight it was put in cars indiscrim!- 


nately and sent to distributing points along the 
roads to be separated and reloaded in proper 
shape. One reason that shipments were so light 
was the fact that a great many shippers were 


not sending their consignments to tho houses at 


all. They were holding their goods until some ar- 


rangement should be made.whereby they could be 
assured that their freight would be received and 
transported. Again, a great deal of freight was 
shipped by water. Large quantities were sent by 


canal, as shippers preferred to take the risk of the 
freight getting through quicker that way than by 


trusting to the uncertainties of the rail lines, 
Freight was shipped, among other points, to Wil- 
mington, Del., there to be transferred to cars. 

For the firsttime perishable freight was taken 
yesterday at the Erie Railway piers, Nos. 200and 21 


North River. T:wenty-four Germans were secured 


to go to work on the piers in the morning, and the 


remainder of the force was made up of Italians. 
When the Italians employed by the Erie in New- 
York and Jersey City to the number of 400 started 
from Maulberry-street yesterday morning they 
were met at Worth-street by a body of strikers 
who had assembled to dissuade them from going to 
work. They feared an assault, and, fleeing to 
Chatham-square, refused to go to the piers. Finally 
some officers were secured, and escorted by them 
they marched down to the river front. The strikers 
offered no violence. A good many of the Germans 
who were working at the St. John’s Park 
house failed = to appear yesterday, but 
others were secured to take their places 
and work was prosecuted vigorously 
allday long. The accumuiation in the house was 
eleared up, and at noon four doors were opened. 
Previous to that time there had been but one open. 
The offerings of freight were so light that it was 
found unnecessary to turn any away. Most of the 
Germans who left work at the Star Union Trans- 
portation Company’s pier, No. 88 North River, 
vame back yesterday. They quit because the 
Superintendent refused to discharge the Irishmen 
employed on the pier. This demand was the result 
of a fight between an Irishman and a German. 
There were 250 men at work at the Thirtieth- 
Street yards of the New-York Central, and more 
Was accomplished there than any day during the 
strike. To sum up the situation yesterday it was 
more favorable than any previous day. The 
umount of freight offered to-day, itis thought, 
will be much larger than yesterday. 

The strikers’ Finance Committee received about 
$1.000 and disbursed $2,108 yesterday, leaving still 
a fund of $2,000. Bricklayers’ Union, No. 4, gave 
$100; the Framers’ Union, $75; John F. Henry & 
©o., $25: Edward A. Boyd & Son, $25; the em- 
ployes of Steinway & Sons, $66 85, and the em- 
pores of Sutre & Newmark, $34 85. A loaf of 

read, a piece of cheese, and 25 cents in money 
were given toeach Italian belonging to Branch No. 
¥ of the Freight Handlers’ Union yesterday. About 
00 were enrolled on the list of the branch, which 

as its head-quarters§ in Mulberry-street, 
faking the number 365. Food will be 
issued every day, but money will only 
be distributed when needed. A _ meeting 
pf Branch No, 8, composed of Russian Jews, was 
held at Standard Hall, No. 165 East Broadway, last 
vening. The Finance Committee sent $100 to the 
yranch, which began serving meals to the Jews 
yesterday. Three meals were giventhe men. In 
the morning bread and coffee were served, at noon 
soup and meat, and at night bread and tea. 
Lodgings will be provided for them, and they will 
be cared for by the strikers to keep them away 
from the piers. It is proposed to hire a tenement- 
house in Jersey City for the use of the immi- 
grants. The President of the branch said they 
numbered over 500. The strikers were very 
mysterious in their movements last night. 
One of the number said that the chances wers that 
few men would be at work on the piers to-day. He 
intimated that the plans of the strikers had suc- 
ceeded to that extent that by a preconcerted move- 
ment the green hands would drop off. Ata meet- 
ing of Branch No. 2in the basement of St. Peter's 
School, New-Church and Liberty-street, last night, 
Jeremiah Murphy called upon 100 men to go to 
Worth aud Mulberry streets at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning to meet the Italians who might start for 
the piers, but cautionea them to use no violence. 
A meeting of the Italian Branch No. 9 will be held 
in Mulnerry-street at 5 o’clock this morning, and 
speeches made in Italian. The Superintendents of 
the piers thought yesterday that they would have 
no trouble in securing hands from this time on. 

The striking freight handlers of Jersey City 
met as usual yesterday in St. Michael's 
Institute. The committee appointed to ar- 
range for the proposed picnic reported that 
they had decided .to hold it at Caledonian 
Park, Baldwin-avenue, on Thursday next. A com- 
mittee was appointed to wait on a contractor 
named Shanley, whos furnishing Jews and Italians 
from Newark, and also on the men, and ask them 
to desist. Contributions amounting to $474 25 were 
‘nnnounced. Of this $100 was from the Working 
Men’s Union, and Mr. Jeremiah Murphy said he 
understood there were a number of ‘‘scabs”’ at the 
meeting at which the money was subscribed, and 
he therefore moved that the President of the union 
be requested to furnish information as to how 
much of the money had been contributed by 
* scabs,” so that it might he returned tothem, The 
motion was adopted. President McNamara said 
the freight handlers would beg before they 
would accept contributions from such a source. 
he cellectors appointed to solicit subscriptions re- 
ported that they had waited on Dr. Prendergast, 
who informed them that he would not give any- 
thing because he had no sympathy for the Irish, 
and concluded by threatening to kick them down 
stairs. Mr. Murphy said this was not an Irish 
undertaking, but a labor movement irrespective of 
party. The meeting then adjourned until to-day. 

The Erie Railway did the largest business yester- 
day as regards the moving of freight at Jersey 
City that it has done sincethe strike commenced. 
They moved 650 car-loads of east-bound and 350 
car-loads of west-bound freight, and if this rate 
van be maintained the yards and docks will soon 
be cleured. ‘ 

The freight brakemen on the Eastern, Western 
and Hudson River divisions of the New-York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railroad were notified last 
week of an advance in wages from $1 75 to $2 per 
day. which was entirely unsolicited by them. The 
advance dates from July 1, and it is reported that 
the trackmen are also to receive an increase of pay. 
_ The Erie Railway Company has voluntarily ad- 
vanced the pay of gatemen and flagmen from $1 10 
to $1 20 per day. 

Judge Garretson yesterday appointed Thursday 
for the tria! of the Italians engaged inthe riot at 
the Erie docks on Tuesday last.

THE MOTION FOR MANDAMUSES. 
PORTPONEMENT OF THE ARGUMENTS UNTIL 
TO-DAY AT JUBGE HAIGHT’S REQUEST. 

(/ No arguments were made yesterday upon 
the motions for mandamuses to compel the New- 
York Central and Hudson Riverand the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Railway Companies 
todo their whole duty as common carriers by 
transmitting freight without unnecessary delay. 
The hearing was adjourned until this moraring at 
‘the request of Judge Haight, who had a large mo- 
tion calendar which he wished to clear. All the 
lawyers engaged inthe suits brought in the name 


of the people against the railroad companies 
mentioned were in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
soon after 10 o'clock yesterday morning. Ex-Sen- 
ator Roseoe Conkling and Mr. Frank Loomis ap- 
on for the New-York Central, and ex-Judge 
illiam D. Shipman for the Erie Company. At- 
torney-General Leslie W. Russell appeared to press 
the motions for mandamuses, and was accompa- 
nied by Col. Edwin C. Jamesand Mr. Simon Sterne, 
‘who specially represents the relators in the cases, 
who are merchants belonging to the Board of 
Cheap Transportation, of which he isthe counsel. 
Judge Haight took his seat upon the bench a few 
minutes after 11 0’clock. Ex-Senator Conkling. who 
had been consulting with ex-Judge Shipman, imme- 
diately arose, carefully smoothed some creases out 
of the front of his waist-coat, and looked eritically 
at the Judge. Everybody expected him to speak, 
but he completed his survey of the occupant of the 
bench and then sat down as if perfectly satisfied 
with himself and his surroundings. Col. James 
stood up as the ex-Senator sat down. He called 
Judge Haight's attention to the motions marked 
Nes. 29 and 30 on the calendar, and said that his 
side was prepared to move as soon as his Honor 
‘was ready to hear, and that he desired to ask that 
a preference be given them over the other causes. 
Judge Haight asked if it would not be convenient 
for counsel to postpone the matter until Tuesday, 
and added that he had a large calendar, and there- 
fere much business, of which he would like to dis- 
pose before beginning a very large case, 
Attorney-General Russell answered that it 
would be as convenient for him and his associates 
to argue the motions on Tuesday as on Monday, 
but that as the questions involved were of great 
public importance he did not wish to appear 
as assenting to delay. He was ready to go on at 
once, but would, of course, submit to the direc- 
tion of the court. Ex-Senator Conkling said that 
the New-York Central Railroad Company was 
eady for the argument, and that he was informed 
y ex-Judge Shipman, who appeared for the 
Erie Company, that that corporation was also 
ready, He had no opposition, however. to make 
toan adjournment. JudgeeHaight said that he 
bhought an adjournment had better be taken for a 
ay in view of the — of business upon him. 

James he said that he would 
ve the motions preference over ali others, and 
ould begin their hearing at 11 o’clock this morn-

A PRODUCE-DEALER EXPELLED. 


THE CHARGES WHICH WERE SUSTAINED 
AGAINST MR. W. C. MAINLAND. 


William C, Mainland, dealer in flour, at No. 


31 Moore-street, was yesterday expelled from mem- 
bership in the Produce Exchange. Mr. Mainland 
has been well known in down-town business circles 
for more than 25 years, and was one of the oldest 
members of the Produce Exchange. At one time 


he was said to be very rich, and his business has 


always been extensive. About five years ago, how- 


ever, he made some unfortunate ventures which 
cost bim heavily, and his capital recently has been 
rather limited. His reputation for honesty and 
square deaiing, though, was not questioned until a 
short time ago, when he sold 200 barrels of flour to 
another Exchange firm, and had it returned to him 
as of a quality inferlor to that which he had con- 
tracted to deliver, and as of a brand different from 
that to which he certified. Subsequently formal 
charges were preferred against him by members of 
the Exchange, 1t being principally alleged that he 
had counterfeited the official brand of the Exchange 
in order to serve bad purposes. The case upon which 
he was tried related to the 200 barrels which had 
been thrown back upon his hands, He contracted 


to deliver flour of “January inspection,” that 18, 
flour which had been officially inspected by Ex- 
change officers in January. The charge was that 
he palmed off ** March inspection” for the * Janu- 
ary inspection.’’ The quality of flour is branded 
by a burning iron on the head of the barrel. This, 
however, means nothing, and is utterly valueless 
until the “side brand” has been added. The mer- 
chant or manufacturer has the right to place the 
stamp upon the barrel head, but the stamp comes 
to represent something of consequence only after 
an inspection by the Exchange authorities, when, 
if the brand is found to correctly represent the 
—— quality, soundness, and grade of the 

our contained in the barrel, a brand is burned 
upon the side of the barrel confirming the “ head 
brand.” This ‘side brand” consists of the words 
‘New-York Association Flour Inspectors,” with 
the date of inspection noted. Purchasers of flour 
bave always held the presence of this ‘side 
brand” as evidence sufficient to establish the 
grade, &c., of goods. Until the case of Mr. 
Mainland arose no instance had ever been 
known where the value of the “side brand’ was 
brought into a. So much depending upon 
accuracy in this matter, the inspections have 
always been made with great care by the Exchange. 
It was alleged, however, that Mr. Mainland had 
possessed himself of a burning iron of his own, and 
had branded his flour to suit himself. The 200 bar 
rels of ** January inspection’’ which he contracted 
to deliver, it was asserted, he sold to persons 
other than those with whom he had origi- 
nally contracted, and when later his first 
customer called upon him for delivery he filled 
barrels with “March inspection,” branding upon 
the barrels with his own burning irona fav simile 
of the January inspection. Ana it was further 
charged that the March barrels were filled with 
flour considerably inferior in quality to that which 
he purported to be delivering. The Board of 
Managers took much evidence in the matter, and 
by vote yesterday held that the charges were all 
proved, and they thereupon “unanimously ex- 
pelled " Mr. Mainland from the Exchange. 

Mr. Mainland was found in his office subsequent 
to his receipt of notice of expulsion, but he was 
not inclined to discuss the matter. He was willing 
to say, however, that his treatment was exceeding- 
ly unjust and he was inclined to believe that if he 
had been, as he once was, one of the “heavy guns” 
of the Exchange, the action of the Board of Man- 
agers would have been very different. He denied 
emphatically that he had done anything that 
could rightly be construed into an attempt to de- 
fraud anybody. Admitting that he had changed the 
* March inspection” to ** January inspection,’ he 
insisted that he had doneso from no improper mo- 
tive, and had deliverea precisely the brand of flour 
he contracted to deliver. He said he should not 
appeal from the decision of the Board of Managers.

ZEIMER & FELDSTEIN CHARGED WITH DE- 

FRAUDING THE GOVERNMENT. 
Millinery goods valued at several thousand 
dollars, imported by Zeimer & Feldstein, of No. 
494 Broadway, have been seized by Customs officers, 
and are held to make good duties of which it is 
asserted that firm has defrauded the Government. 
Zeimer & Feldstein deal extensively in artificial 
flowers and feathers. They havelong been heavy 
importers. Upon goods which they bring into this 
port the duty varies from 50 to 60 per cent. 
It is stated that by the practice of corrupt 


methods the firm has been able to. scale 
down its payments to the Government at least 
$13,000, and it is to cover thatsum that this seizure 
ismade. The plan of operations charged against 
them eonsists in the manipulation of what are 
known as “pro forma invoices.” When a New- 
York importer buys a bill of goods of a foreign 
dealer triplicate invoices are made and sent to the 
United States Consul at the port from whence the 
goods are to be shipped, the Counsul to takea 
formal! certification that the goods are of a certain 
character and have a certain market value. Upon 
this certified invoice asa basis the import duties 
are levied here. The Consul files one of the cer- 
tificates in his own office, send another to the im- 
porter, and forwards the third to the New-York 
Custom-house. It frequently so happens, however, 
that the goods arrive at this port consideraply in 
advance of the certified invoice. The law recog- 
nizes this fact, und in order to best serve the im- 
porter’s interest has provided that in the event of 
such a delay theimporter may make out a “pro 
forma invoice,” certifying on his own account and 
of his own knowledge to the character and value 
of the goods. This ‘pro forma invoice” must be 
attested under oath. 

It is alleged that Zeimer & Feldstein resorted to 
this “pro forma invoice’ with great frequency. 
and by gross departures from the real values of 
eonsignments received, succeeded in beating the 
Government out of at least the $13,000 for which the 
seizures were made yesterday. So striving to de- 
fraud the Government, an importer, in his ‘* pro 
forma invoice,”’ places the value of his goods at 
say $100, when in reality they are worth, say $1,000. 
Instead of paying $500 duty he escapes by the pay- 
ment of $50. In heavy importations the chances of 
fraud in this direction are large. Butit is not be- 
lieved by Customs officers that attempts of con- 
sequence have ever been made hitherto to cheat the 
Government. Zeimer & Feldstein are to be sued in 
the United States District Court.

A JURY UNABLE TO AGREE. 

The trial of Alderman August Rassiga, of 
Long Island City, for violation of the Sunday 
Liquor law on the 3ist of July, 1881, was concluded 
in the Queens County Court of Sessions yesterday. 
The jury were out over two hours, when they re- 
turned to the court-room with the asnouncement 
that they were unable to agree. Judge Armstrong 


discharged them. The County Court-house in Long 
Island City in which the trial was held was filled 
with alarge crowd of local politicians. Senator 
James W. Covert, who appeared for the defense, 
bitterly denounced the members of the Law and 
Order Society, who are instituting the proceedings 
against the liquor-dealers. He designated them as 
“white sepulehres,”’ “hypocrites,’’ and men 
who “ goto church or Sundays and on Mondays hire 
men to induce saloon-keepers to break the law.” 
The counsel “thanked God" that he was not a 
member of this Law and Order Society. Senator 
Covert warmly defended Mayor Henry 8S. De 
Bevoise, whose prosecution for official misconduct 
had been referred to by Mr. Milliken, the counsel 
for the prosecution, in the trial of Alderman Reilly 
on Friday last. 


THE AUSTRALIAN AND NEW-ZEALAND

the closed Australian and New-Zealand mails for 
Europe. At 6:30 o’clock the Guion Line steam- 
sbip Arizona will leave her dock for Liverpool. 
The coming mail comprises 276 sacks, and it can- 


not be transferred to the steamer before she leaves 
her dock, neither can the Arizona be detained, be- 
cause she must cross the bar at Sandy Hook at 
high tide. Postmaster Pearson has arranged, 
therefore, to take the steam tug William Fletcher 
to the end of one of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s piers, and the company will have the 
mail car run out to the boat. The mail will be 
transferred and tallied under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Wareing, and then the Fletcher will 
chase the Arizona down the Bay and deliver the 
mail on the way. Should she not be able to over- 
take the steam-ship on the way, the Arizona will 
lay to for a short time outside Sandy Hook to give 
the Fletcher a chance to come alongside.

THE SLAUGHTER-HOUSH FIRE IN 
JERSEY CITY. 
WHY CHARLES LYNCH IS SUSPECTED OF 


HAVING FIRED THE BUILDING—PAR- 
TICULARS OF THE DISASTER IN WHICH 


WILLIAM GARVIN LOST HIS LIFE. 


Charles Lynch, the Jersey City ‘“ fire-bug,’’ 
arrested for setting fire to the slaughter-house of 
J. S. Goodheart, on Grand-street, at 12:30 yester- 


day morning, in which William Garvin was burned 
to death, was arraigned before Judge Stilsing at 10 


o'clock yesterday. The evidence against Lynch at 
that time was his reputation as an incendiary, he 
having been arrested several times for arson, and 
once sent to State prison and the fact that he was 
met coming away from the fire almost immedaiate- 


ly after the alarm was givén, Lynch says that he 


spent Sunday evening with Garvin in Van Vorst 
Park until 10 o’clock. When they left the park 
they met a young lady, and he accompanied her to 
the Heights, leaving his male companions to go 
their way. He and the young lady went to a Sum- 


mit-avenue saloon, where they remained until the 
last car went down to the ferry. While on the car 


he saw the light of the fire, and when the car 
reached Monmouth-street he jumped off, the young 
lady having left the car at the foot of the 
hill, and went through Monmouth-street to the 
fire, On the way he met a Police Sergeant and 


walked with him. The Sergeant stopped to ring 
an alarm, when two men told him not to pull that 
box, as an alarm had already been given from an- 
other box. The Police said there was no Sergeant 
on that beat Sunday night, when Lynch corrected 
his story by saying it was an officer. The only 
oflicer onthe post said he did not goto the fire 
through Monmouth-street but through Jersey-ave- 
nue; he did not walk with Lynch or any other per- 
son; he did not stop anywhere to give an alarm 
and no persons told him not to ring an alarm 
from any box, either on Monmouth-street or 
Jersey-avenue. Officer Coward, who arrested 
Lynch, says he saw the fire before any alarm was 
given, and ran at the top of his speed from Hender- 
son-street to the fire, less than a third of the dis- 


tance that Lynch says he traveled after seeing the 
flames, and he (Coward) met Lynch coming from 
the fire. He asked Lynch whether the fire was 
“this side of Mill Creek or the other,” and Lynch 
promptly replied, *‘ On this side."” Lynch says that 
when be reached Monmouth and Grand streets he 
suddeniy remembered that after he came home 
from State prison he promised his mother that he 
would never go to another fire, and turned down 
Grand-street, This is the only point in which his 
statement {is borne out, the officer having met him 
a block or two below Monmouth street. 

Another suspicious fact Is that people who first 
saw the fire say that it originated on the outside 
of the building. A man named Posely, who was 
employed in the slaughter-house, says that he met 
Garvin and asked him to go to the slaughter-house 
to sleep. After awhile they were awakened b 
the fire and went to the rear of the  build- 
ing, but were driven back by the flumes and 
smoke. He then lost sight of Garvin, and 
groped bis way back, accidentally stumbling 
against a door which bis weight forced open. At 
the same moment he heardacrash of glass ata 
rear window, and supposed Garvin had escaped 
that way. Garvin’s body was found lying near the 
window. There were 19 calves burned with the 
building. Lynch declined to say who the young 
woman was with whom he passed the time from 
10 o’cluok to 12 Sunday night, beyond the fact that 
her name was Wilson, and that she lived near the 
** Cro’ Nest,’’ a disreputable locality near the foot 
of the hill. He was told that the production of 
the girl and her corroboration = of his 
story would lead to his immediate release, but he 
still refused to say where she could be found or in 
what saloon they had been together. Lynch is 
generally regarded asa monomaniac on the sub- 
ject of fires, and he delights to see houses in 
flames. His family are very respectable, and for 
their sake the authorities were inclined to afford’ 
him every facility tor explaining the suspicious 
circumstances against him, butthus far he has 
shown no disposition to doso. Lynch's term in 
State prison was tor 18 months, and since he has 
been home no less than three mysterious fires have 
occurred to which he wasinclose preximitya 
short time before they broke out, but he has al- 
ways been given the benefit of the doubt. 

After Lynck’s examination was concluded the 
Police discovered two other discrepancies in his 
story. He said that he got onthe car at about 
midnight, but the car company’s officers say the 
last car left Lindson at 11:33, which was three-quar- 
ters of an hour before the fire broke out. Then he 
said the girl he was with was named Annie Wilson, 
and that she worked at the tobacco factory, but 
no girl of that name is known there. The officers 
searched through the Cro’ Nest without finding 
her, and Lynch then said she lived in Second-street, 
but refused to give the number of the house. The 
Police were last night thoroughly eonvinced that 
Lynch is guilty.

THE SKELEION’S FUNERAL.

HIS BODY GIVEN TO TILE BELLEVUE HOSPITAL 
MEDICAL COLLEGE, 

The many people who have visited Bunnell’s 
Museum, in Broadway, remember with wonder 
the attenuated specimen of humanity knownas the 
living skeleton. There was neveradoubtin any- 
body's mind about the genuineness of the skele- 


ton, for there he was,a manof middle age and 
medium hoight, with nothing over his bones but 
a handful of muscle and the covering of skin. No- 
body who saw him will be surprised to hear that he 
is dead. He died on Sunday evening quietly 
and resignediv in the building adjoining the 
museum, in which he lived. His name was Martin 
P. Avery, and he was 46 years old, and weighed 
between 40 and 50 pounds. He was atone timea 
common-sized man, until, a few years ago, dyspep- 
sia took hold of him,and ran away with all his 
flesh. He never was troubled with too much 
money, and, when he found himself dwindling 
away, far thinner than any man he had ever seen 
or heard of, he turned the matter to pecu- 
niary account, and let himself out for a skeleton. 
His appetite was generally good and his health 
fair till a few months ago, when he began to 
decline. Although he lost no flesh, for he had none 
to lose, he became very weak, and felt that his end 
was approaching. The prospect of death did not 
disturb him. He often talked with Mr. Bunnell 
and Manager Starr on the subject, and said that he 
had no objection to letting his body be given over 
to the doctors for dissection. 

A remarkable funeral service was held in the 
room where the body lay yesterday morning. 
Prof. Hutchings, the lightning caiculator, officiated, 
and the only mourners were the skeleton’s late 
manager, and a rare assortment of dwarfs and 
giants. Prof. Wutchings delivered an address, 
which affected the seven long-haired ladies deeply. 
Late in the day, the body was sent up to Bellevue 
Hospital, where an autopsy will be held, ia 
which medical men will be generally inter- 
ested, for no physician has ever been able to tell 
the cause of Avery’s curious wasting away. Avery 
was born in New-Berlin, Chenango County, in this 
State. He was amember of a Masonic lodge in 
Kansas, and came of respectable purents, his 
father, Otis Avery, being a physician in Honesdale, 
Penn. A year ago Avery was in a hospital in Salt 
Lake City,and he drifted thence to New-York. 
Avery had a wife living, but they had seen nothing 
of each other for a long time, and the wife's ad- 
dress is not known.

- WORK OF THE HEBREW AID SOCIETY. 
* The City of Berlin, which arrived from Liv- 
erpool last Sunday, brought 280 Russian refugees. 
These were supplied with drafts and railway tick- 
ets for the West, with the exception of 10 families, 
who will remain in this neighborhood, The others 


will proceed to the West at once. The drafts, 
which are for small sums, are only payable at the 
destinations of ‘the immigrants. The London com- 
mittee turnished the funds. Mr. Levey, the Secre- 
tary of the Hebrew Aid Society, said yesterday 
that. they were making satisfactory progress in 
their work. All the new arrivals were being pro- 
vided for, and the number of refugees on their 
bands was growing daily less. So far the so- 
clety has procured employment for 6,470 refugees 
and has rendered massistance to some 2,500 others, 
and there were now only 2,200 destitute immigrants 
to be cared for. On Ward’s Island and at Green- 
point the cost of keeping the refugees was only 23 
cents per day for each, but in the boarding-houses 
in town the cost was much more. The buildings 
on Ward's Island would be ready for use in a few 
days. Only about 100 refugees have so far been 
sent home, and these were too infirm to earn a liy- 
ing in this country. Others had become homesick 
and had asked to be sent home, but their requests 
had not been granted. The society had received 
$140,532 73 so far, of which they now have on band 
a balance of $28,283 17. The society’s prospects of 
being able to provide for all the refugees, which are 
coming here at the rate of 1,000 per month, were 
now very good.

THE DEATH OF ANDREAS FUCHS IN AUBURN 


STATE PRISON, 


The death of Andreas Fuchs, which occurred 
on Friaay last in the insane criminal branch of 
the Auburn State Prison, where he had been con- 
fined since 1876, recalls one of the most horrible 


murders ever committed in Brooklyn, Fuchs’s 


victim was William H. Simmons, a mechanic, who 
was a frequent visitor at the murderer’s house. Oa 
Saturday, Jan. 29, 1876, the trunkless head of a 
man was found wrapped in a German newspaver 
in a lumber-yard on Milton-street. Greenpoint. 


The head was identified by a Mr. Holbauer as that 
of William H. Simmons, whom he ‘had 
worked with and known for years, ‘The 
Police, at’ first, were utterly at a_ loss 
for a starting-point. Simmons was a bachelor, 
about 50 years of age, and very little could 
be learned of his life or associations outside of the 
workshop where he was employed. Suspicion did 
not at first fall upon Fuchs, but the detectives 
learned that Simmons occasionally visited Fuchs’s 
house, and questioned the latter as to the habits 
and mode of life of the deceased man. The mur- 
derer appeared to be reluctant to tell anything 
when approached by the officers, but finally he let 
the fact apparently be dragged out that Simmons 
was unduly intimate with the wife of a manin 
Greenpoint, and that the man in question had de- 
clared that he would have revenge. The story, 
which was invented, threw the Police off the right 
trail for a time, put they speedily obtained a 
new clue from a Mr. William Bannon. Mr, 
Bannon remembered seeing a man going in 
the direction of the lumber-yard where 
the head was found with a basket on 
his arm similar to that which contained a_ portion 
of Simmons's mutilated remains. A description of 
this man tallied exactly with the appearance of 
Fuchs. Abandoning all other clues, the oflicers 
went at once to Fuchs’s house and found him in 
the very act of chopping up Simmons’s body. A 
portion of it he had already burned, and in a pot 
on the stove the liver and jungs of the murdered 
man were stewing- A little step-daughter of 
Fuchs, when she saw the officers entering the 
house, exclaimed, ‘You are not going to hang 
mamina, too, are you!" 

Fuchs told a plausible story to Capt. Rhodes. 
He said that on the preceding Friday evening Sim- 
mons had called at his house and they had drank 
deeply together, Mrs. Fuchs participating in the 
debauch. Fuchs went out for liquor several times. 
Returning on one of these occasions, he found Sim- 
mons assaulting Mrs. Fuchs, and in a fit of anger 
killed him. with a hatehet. He cut up the body 
subsequently in order to hide his crime, Mrs. 
Fuchs told a different story. She said she beeame 
drunk while drinking with Simmons and her bus- 
band and was carried to bed by the latter. Sim- 
mons was also hopelessly drunk, and it had been ar- 
ranged that heshould stay over night, sleeping with 
her husband in another room. She had been asleep 
but a short time when she was awakened by the 
crying of her little daughter, Looking out into the 
room where she had left the men, Mrs. Fuchs saw 
her husband strike Simmons several times with the 
hatchet. When Fuchs was brought to trial it was 
claimed that he was insane. Being convicted of 
murder in the second decree, he was sentenced to 
State prison for life. He wastaken to Sing Sing, 
but was subsequently sent to Auburn, where he 
died. During his imprisonment he was subject to 
hallucinations, and believed that spirits from the 
other world were slowly killing him. He often at- 
tempted to draw pictures of the spirits as he had 
seen them. An examination of the brain after 
death showed that evidences of organic disease of 
the brain were clearly marked. TPuchbs died of con- 
sumption,

TAKEN BACK TO JUSTICE.

CAPTURE OF A CONNECTICUT HIGU WAY ROB- 
BER WHO ESCAPED TO THIS CITY. 
Detective Sergeant Archibald Hamilton and 
Deputy Sheriff W. 8S. Reynolds, of Greenwich, 
Conn., brought to the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, yesterday, a young man named Bronson 
Purdy, who was charged with being a fugitive 
from justice., Purdy, who is Lut/18 years old, is said 
to be a desperate character. Deputy Sheriff 
Reynolds said that he was wanted tu answer the 
charge of highway robbery. On Saturday, while 
in Greenwich, Conn., he assaulted a young lady 
while she was peaceably walking along the main 
street of the village and knocked her down and 
robbed her of her purse, containing a smal! sum of 
money. He was arrested for this crime and 
placed in charge of Thomas Bolles, a constable of 
the village, to be taken to prison, Bolles had the 
prisoner handcuffed, and while taking him to 
prison he was attacked bya gang of roughs, led 
on by John Haggerty, a friend of the prisoner, who 
made a boid attempt to rescue Purdy. A desperate 
fight ensued, during which Bolles drew his revyol- 
ver and fired several shots at his assailants. One 
of the bullets struck Haggerty, wounding him fatal- 
ly. Imtheconfusion which ensued Purdy took to 
his heels and succeeded in making his escape. 
It was ascertained that he had concealed himself 
on board the stone sloop J. L Thompson, which 
left Greenwich on Saturday for this City. Deputy 
Sheriff Reynolds telegraphed this fact to Police 
Head-quarters in this City and Detective Sergeant 
Hamilton was detailed to watch forthe arrival of 
the sloop. Late on Sunday night Reynolds came 
to this City with the additional information that 
the sloop would probably make a landing at the 
foot of West Seventeenth-street. When the vessel 
swung into the dock at an early hour yesterday 
morning she was boarded by Sergt. Hamilton and 
Reynolds, Purdy was on deck at the time, but 
when he saw the officers he jamped down into the 
hold and endeavored to couceal himself. "le had 
got rid of the handcuffs by breaking them against 
tive stoves Which formed the cargo of the sloop. 
He was taken into custody, and when brought be- 
fore the magistrate consented to return to Green- 
wich without waiting for a requisition. He was 
turned over to the custody of Deputy Sheriff Rey- 
nolds, who left with his prisoner on the next train 


for Greenwich. 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERY OF FISH OVA, 

During his last visit to the Great South Bay 
Mr. Seth Green made a very cvrious discovery. 
He observed a mass of spawn hanging to the grass 
and sea-weed along the shore at the mouth of the 
creek that empties into the bay at Babylon. These 
eggs were twisted and tangled in with the weeds and 
grass and held so firmly together by minute threads 
that numbers of spearing or silver-sides, which are 
feeble and delicate little fish, were found among 
them dead. ‘The eggs were above tide at low 
water, and seemed to have been carried to their 
place by the rough waves of a storm that had been 


blowing. The residents differed in opinion as to 
the origin of the spawn and the species to which 
it belonged, some saying it came from mossbunkers 
or beny fish, which had been abundant in the 
neighborhood tor some time, and others think- 
ing it was deposited by the very spearing 
which were enmeshed in _ it. Mr. Green 
placed some of it in a barrel opento the inflow 
and outflow of the water and more of it on the 
deck of the yacht, where it was exposed for some 
days to the intemse rays of the sun without ap- 
parentinjury. It was evidently capable of being 
dried to an extreme degree precisely as }t would 
be from its  Smpene on the shore, for the eggs re- 
mained healthy and bright-looking. Sufficient time 
was not given to have those inthe barrel hateh, 
but means were taken to make sure of tie fish 
from which they were derived. A net, witha fine 
mesh, was run around the numerous minnows that 
were along the shore, fluttering about in a way to 
indicate that they were spawning, but which might 
with equal probability be only engaged in devour- 
ing the eggs of some more valuable variety, and a 
large number of them were caught. ‘They were 
found to be full of ripe spawn, which 
could be extended by a slight pressure; 
the peculiarity of this, however, was that 
the eggs were hung upon fine threads. Such a 
thing has never been noticed or chronicled betore. 
The threads were like those of a spider’s web and 
quite strong, being capable of supporting a quar- 
ter of an ounee. There are mapy differences in 
ova. Those of the salmon family are separate, free, 
and heavy; those of the carp are sticky and cling 
to what they touch; those of the perch are set ina 
mass of transparent jelly, but none have yet been 
spoken of which aro strung on threads like crys- 
tallized alum or rock candy. The threads were in- 
pnumerable, and’probably,inclosed the unfortunate 
speuring in an impassable net whether the latter 
came to spawn or to feed. The green killeys, 
Fundulus tridesceus, largeiy predominating in num- 
bors, were the only ones with spawn actually ripe, 
but it may be that the other varieties depos- 
ited their eggs in the same way. The 
threads not only held the eggs firmiy 

but becoming entangled in the grass suspended 
them in festoons just between “ wind and water,” 
where the tide would alternately soak them and 
leave them bare, and so firmly attached as to re- 
quire some force to tear them away. The eggs 
were only at the mouth of the creek where the 
fresh water joins the brackish tide of the bay, and 
were to be found neither up the creek, nor on the 
ordinary shore of the bay. This method of propa- 
gation is entirely novel, and seems almost like a 
strange freak of nature, but is evidently perfectly 
adapted to its purpose. 
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THE BARGAIN NOT CARRIED OUT. 

A somewhat ludicrous scene occurred in the 
Jersey City Board of Public Works yesterday. The 
board, which had been at a dead-lock since May 1, 
organized last week by virtue of a written agree- 
ment, wherein it was set down that the Republi- 


cans were to hare certain committees if they voted 
for W. H. Whelan, Democrat, for President. They 
did so, and yesterday they asked for the fulfillment 
of the contract, when it was discovered that the 
agreement, which had been filed with Clerk Mal- 
lory. was missing. Commissioner Van Keuren, Re- 
publican, alleged that it had been stolen. Clerk 
Mallory, Democrat, explained that he had loaned 
the paper to Commissioner Haley, also a Demo- 
crat, and when he asked for its return the Commis- 
sioner said he had returned it bya messenger 
named O'Mara. The latter denied having received 
the document. The Democrats refused to carr 
out the agreement, and Commissioner Haley too 
the ground that the contract would not be bind- 
ing even if the document shonid be produced, be- 
cause the board was notin session when it was 
adopted. The Republicans then withdrew and the 
poard was left without a quorum -
